The  Regents  of  the  University  of  this  State  were  incorporated  by 
a  law  of  the  Legislature,  May  1st,  1784,  "  for  the  promotion  of  lite- 
rature and  the  advancement  of  useful  knowledge."  Their  duties 
consist  in  the  exercise  of  a  general  superintendence  of  all  the  incor- 
porated Colleges  and  Academies  in  the  State  ;  granting  charters  to 
Associations  under  certain  circumstances,  &c.  They  have  the  power 
of  appointing  the  Trustees  and  Professors  of  the  Colleges  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  ;  and,  under  certain  circumstances,  the  Principals 
of  other  Colleges  and  Academies. 

They  distribute  annually  considerable  sums  of  money  to  the  va- 
rious Colleges  and  Academies,  from  a  fund  given  by  the  Legislature 
for  that  purpose,  and  report  annually  to  the  Legislature.

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lectures  by  all  the 
Professors,  including  the  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars,  is  105 
dollars. 

The  matriculation  fee  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the  College 
Library. 

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  is  necessary 
to  entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for  graduation,  one  of  which 
must  have  been  attended  at  this  College.  He  must  also  have  stu- 
died medicine  three  years,  if  classical  studies  have  been  attended  to 
for  the  space  of  one  year  after  the  age  of  sixteen  years ;  and  four 
years  if  they  have  not.  He  must  also  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

Two  opportunities  in  each  year  are  afforded  for  graduation  :  one 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  of 
October. 

The  graduation  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars. 
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The  Lectures  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember of  each  year. 

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lectures  by 
all  the  Professors,  including  the  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars, 
is  105  dollars.  The  Professor  of  Obstetrics  supplies  students 
with  cases  attended  under  his  dir  ction. 

The  matriculation  fee  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the 
College  Library. 

GRADUATION.

REGENTS  OF  THE  UNZVERSITT. 

The  Regents  of  the  University  of  this  State  were  incorporated  by 
a  law  of  the  Legislature,  May  1st,  1784,  "  for  the  promotion  of  lite- 
rature and  the  advancement  of  useful  knowledge."  Their  dutiee 
consist  in  the  exercise  of  a  general  superintendence  of  all  the  incor- 
porated Colleges  and  Academies  in  the  State ;  granting  charters  to 
Associations  under  certain  circumstances,  &c.  They  have  the  power 
of  appointing  the  Trustees  and  Professors  of  the  Colleges  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  ;  and,  under  certain  circumstances,  the  Princi- 
pals of  other  Colleges  and  Academies. 

They  distribute  annually  considerable  sums  of  money  to  the  va- 
rious Colleges  and  Academies,  from  a  fund  given  by  the  Legislature 
for  that  purpose,  and  report  annually  to  the  Legislature.

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The  Lectm-es  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  in 
the  city  of  New- York,  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember of  each  year. 

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lectures  by 
all  the  Professors,  including  the  matriculation  fee  of  five  doUars, 
is  105  doUars.  The  Professor  of  Obstetrics  supplies  students 
with  cases  attended  under  his  direction. 

The  matriculation  fee  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the 
College  Library. 

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  is  necessa- 
ry to  entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for  graduation,  one 
of  which  must  have  been  attended  at  this  College.  He  must 
also  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  if  ^classical  studies  have 
been  attended  to  for  the  space  of  one  year  after  the  age  of  six- 
teen years;  and  four  years  if  they  have  not.  He  must  also 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Two  opportunities,  in  each  year,  are  afforded  for  graduation : 
one  on  tlie  first  Tuesday  of  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday 
of  October. 

The  graduation  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars.

REeEZtTTS  or  THIS  UKIVERSITIT. 


The  Regents  of  the  University  of  this  State  were  incorporated  by  a 
law  of  the  Legislature,  May  1st,  1784,  "  for  the  promotion  of  literature 
and  the  advancement  of  useful  knowledge."  Their  duties  consist  in  the 
exercise  of  a  general  superintendence  of  all  the  incorporated  Colleges 
and  Academies  in  the  State ;  granting  charters  to  Associations  under 
certain  circumstances,  &c.  They  have  the  power  of  appointing  the 
Trustees  and  Professors  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons;  and, 
under  certain  circumstances,  the  Principles  of  other  Colleges  and  Acade- 
mies. 

They  distribute  annually  considerable  sums  of  money  to  the  various 
Colleges  and  Academies,  from  a  fund  given  by  the  Legislature  for  that 
purpose,  and  report  annually  to  the  Legislature.

The  Lectures  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons in  ihe  city  of  JNew-Yoik,  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  ot  November  of  each  year. 

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lec- 
tures by  all  the  Professors,  including  the  mairicidalion 
fee  of  five  dolhirs,  is  105  dollars.  The  Professor  of 
Obstetrics  supplies  students  with  cases  attended  under 
his  direction. 

The  matriculation  fee  entitles  the  student  to  the  use 
of  the  College  Library,  &c. 

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  is 
necessary  to  entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for 
graduation,  one  of  which  iriusl  have  been  attended  at 
this  College.  He  must  also  have  studied  medicine  three 
years,  if  classical  studies  have  been  attended  to  for  the 
space  of  one  year  after  the  ase  of  sixteen  years;  and 
four  years  if  they  have  not.  He  must  also  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Two  opponunities,  in  each  year,  are  afforded  for 
graduation  :  one  on  the  iirst  Tuesday  of  April,  and  one 
on  the  last  Tuesday  of  October. 

The  graduation  lee  is  twenty-live  dollars.

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The  Lectures  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  in  the  city 
of  New- York,  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  each  year, 
and  continue  for  four  months. 

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lectures  by  all  the 
Professors,  including  the  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars,  is  105  dollars. 

The  matriculation  fee  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the  College 
Library. 

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  is  necessary  ta 
entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for  graduation,  one  of  which  must 
have  been  attended  at  this  College.  He  must  also  have  studied  medicine 
three  years,  and  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Two  opportunities,  in  each  year,^  are  afforded  for  graduation :  one  wt 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  October. 

The  graduation  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars. 


REGENTS  OF  THE  TWIVERSITY. 


The  Regents  of  the  University  of  this  State  were  incorporated  by  a 
law  of  tlie  Legislature,  May  1st,  1784,  "for  the  promotion  of  literature 
and  the  advancement  of  useful  knowledge."  Their  duties  consist  in  the 
exercise  of  a  general  superintendence  of  all  the  incorporated  Colleges 
and  Academies  in  the  State.  They  have  the  power  of  appointing  the 
Trustees  and  Professors  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons ;  and, 
tinder  certain  circumstances,  the  Principals  of  other  Colleges  and  Acade- 
mes. 

They  distribute  annually  considerable  sums  of  money  to  the  various 
Colleges  and  Academies,  from  a  fund  given  by  the  Legislature  for  that 
purpose,  and  report  annually  to  the  Legislature.

The  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New 
York,  have  the  satisfaction  to  announce  that  the  new,  large,  and 
commodious  College  edifice  erecting  in  Crosby  street,  will  be 
completed  in  season  for  the  ensuing  course  of  Lectures.  It  is  a 
matter  of  high  gratification  to  them  that  notwithstanding  the  pres- 
sure of  the  times,  they  have  been  enabled  to  perfect  so  extensive  a 
public  work  during  a  single  season.  In  its  construction,  no  effort 
has  been  spared  to  provide  within  its  walls  every  accommodation 
that  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  instruction  in 
the  various  departments  of  Medical  Science,  and  it  is  believed  that 
in  no  one  respect  will  it  be  found  wanting  in  the  great  objects  for 
which  it  was  designed.  To  the  planning  of  the  Anatomical  part  of  the 
building,  especial  attention  has  been  paid,  with  the  view  of  furnish- 
ing every  convenience  and  accommodation  that  may  be  required  for 
teaching  Anatomy,  as  well  as  for  private  dissection.  In  addition  to 
the  public  dissecting  room,  a  number  of  smaller  rooms  have  been 
fitted  up,  where  Anatomical  investigations  may  be  pursued  in  a  more 
retired  and  private  manner. 

The  Trustees  deem  it  unnecessary  at  this  time  to  dwell  upon  the 
well  known  advantages  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  as 
a  Medical  School.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  state  that  the  courses  of 
instruction  are  of  the  most  extensive  character,  and  embrace  every 
essential  department  of  Medical  Science.  In  the  general  facilities 
too,  for  teaching  and  illustrating  the  various  branches,  they  confi- 
dently believe  this  College  will  not  suffer  by  a  comparison  with  any 
similar  institution  in  our  country. 

For  the  pursuit  of  Anatomical  investigations,  this  Institution 
possesses  peculiar  advantages;  the  supply  of  subjects  for  dissection 
being  abundant  and  the  price  moderate.     The  Anatomical  Museum, 


commenced  by  the  late  distinguished  Professor  Post,  has  been 
greatly  increased  by  the  present  Professor  of  Anatomy,  and  now 
contains  upwards  of  1200  preparations.  It  possesses  all  the  means 
for  illustrating  a  full  course  of  lectures. 

The  Obstetrical  Department  possesses  the  most  ample  means  of 
illustrating  the  subjects  which  it  teaches,  and  abundant  as  these  means 
now  are,  they  are  regularly  increasing.  They  consist  of  casts  in 
plaster  of  tlie  larger  and  more  striking  objects  with  which  the  stu- 
dent should  be  familiarly  acquainted  ;  preparations  in  wax  of  those 
whose  more  minute  structure  require  greater  accuracy  of  discrimina- 
tion ;  and  of  specimens  of  the  parts  themselves,  prepared  in  the 
mode  best  calculated  to  exhibit  them,  as  well  as  the  numerous  morbid 
changes  to  which  they  are  liable.  The  variety  and  extent  of  the  ob- 
stetrical museum  is  such  as  to  furnish  the  Professor  of  that  branch  with 
every  thing  which  can  be  desired  to  facilitate  the  full  understanding  of 
his  course. 

The  Cabinet  of  Materia  Medica,  is  ample  and  well  selected. 
It  contains  specimens  of  every  article  on  which  the  Professor  is 
called  to  lecture.  In  this  Institution,  Materia  Medica  has  always 
been  considered  a  demonstrative  science,  and  no  subject  is  treated 
of  which  is  not  illustrated   by  drawings   and   specimens. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  in  a  similar  way.  Ever}'  subject 
is  illustrated  by  preparations  and  plates,  and  in  the  important  depart- 
ment of  poisons,  the  tests  of  every  individual  article  treated  of  are 
exhibited  in  detail. 

The  Chemical  Apparatus  is  of  the  most  extensive  character,  and 
every  subject  connected  with  the  science  of  Chemistry  is  illustrated 
by  actual  experiment. 

The  course  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic,  is  con- 
stantly illustrated  by  visits  to  the  New  York  Hospital,  where  great 
facilities  are  afforded  for  instruction  in  Clinical  Bledicine. 

The  lectures  on  General,  Surgical,  and  Pathological  Anatomy 
will  be  constantly  illustrated  by  preparations,  plates,  and  dissections 
on  the  subject,  and  ever}'  effort  will  be  made  to  render  the  course 
as  practical  as  possible. 

The  lectures  on  Physiology  will  as  heretofore  embrace  all  the 
known  laws  of  the  animal  economy,  point  out  their  adaptation  to  the 
ends  designed,  and  prove  the  reciprocal  action  of  mind  and  matter. 


Since  the  last  session,  the  Chair  of  Surgery  was  rendered  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  Professor  A.  If.  Stevens.  The  Regents  of 
the  University  have  recently  filled  the  place  by  the  appointment  of 
Alban  G.  Smith,  M.  D.,  late  Professor  of  Surgery  in  the  Medical 
College  of  Ohio.  From  the  high  character  which  Professor  Smith 
has  established  as  a  teacher  and  a  practical  surgeon,  the  Trustees 
do  not  doubt  but  that  in  his  hands  tho  department  of  Surgery  in  this 
school  will  continue  to  sustain  the  elevated  position  which  it  has 
hitherto  enjoyed. 

By  a  still  more  recent  arrangement  of  the  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity, Dr.  Stevens  has  received  the  honorary  appointment  of  Professor 
of  Clinical  Surgery.  This  course  can  be  attended  by  those  stu- 
dents who  have  tickets  to  witness  the  practice  of  the  Hospital.  It 
is  not  sub-graduate,  and  as  far  as  relates  to  Dr.  Stevens  is  entirely 
gratuitous. 

In  addition  to  the  other  chairs,  the  Regents  of  the  University  have 
created  a  new  professorship  of  "  Special  Anatomy,"  and  the  Trus- 
tees have  appointed  Amariah  Brigham,  M.  D.  late  Lecturer  on 
Anatomy  in  Washington  College,  (Conn.,)  to  officiate  as  Lecturer 
for  the  ensuing  season.  The  literary  and  professional  reputation 
which  Dr.  Brigham  enjoys,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  he  will  do 
ample  justice  to  the  important  duties  of  his  station. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  flatter  themselves  with  the  hope  that 
the  renewed  efforts  which  they  have  made  during  the  present  season 
to  advance  the  cause  of  Medical  Science,  will  meet  with  the  appro- 
bation and  patronage  of  the  public.

During  the  last  year,  the  new  and  extensive  College  edifice 
in  Crosby  street  has  been  completed.  In  its  construction,  no 
effort  has  been  spared  to  provide  vs^ithin  its  walls  every  accom- 
modation that  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  of 
instruction  in  the  various  departments  of  Medical  Science,  and 
it  is  believed  that  in  no  one  respect  will  it  be  found  wanting  in 
the  great  objects  for  which  it  was  designed.  To  the  planning 
of  the  Anatomical  part  of  the  building,  especial  attention  has

In  addition  to  the  public  dis- 
secting room,  a  number  of  smaller  rooms  have  been  fitted  up, 
where  Anatomical  investigations  may  be  pursued  in  a  more  re- 
tired and  private  manner. 


LECTURES. 

The  Lectures  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  of 
each  year  and  continue  for  four  months. 

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lectures  by  all 
the  Professors,  is  108  dollars. 

The  matriculation  fee,  which  is  5  dollars,  entitles  the  student  to 
the  use  of  the  College  Library. 

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  is  neces- 
sary to  entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for  graduation,  one  of 
which  must  have  been  attended  at  this  college.  He  must  also 
have  studied  medicine  three  years,  and  attained  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years. 

Two  opportunities  in  each  year  are  afforded  for  graduation ; 
one  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  of 
October. 

The  examination  of  Candidates  for  the  Spring  graduation  com- 
mences on  the  1st  of  March,  and  for  the  Fall  graduation  on  the 
2d  Tuesday  in  September.     Graduation  fee,  $25.

COLLEGE    BUILDING. 

During  the  last  year,  the  new  and  extensive  College  edifice 
in  Crosby  street  has  been  completed.  In  its  construction,  no 
effort  has  been  spared  to  provide  within  its  walls  every  accom- 
modation that  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  of 
instruction  in  the  various  departments  of  Medical  Science,  and 
it  is  believed  that  in  no  one  respect  will  it  be  found-  wanting  in 
the  great  objects  for  which  it  was  designed.  To  the  planning  of 
the  Anatomical  part  of  the  building,  especial  attention  has  beei\ 
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paid,  with  the  view  of  furnishing  every  convenience  and  accom- 
modation that  may  be  required  for  teaching  Anatomy,  as  well  as 
for  private  dissection.  In  addition  to  the  public  dissecting  room* 
a  number  of  smaller  rooms  have  been  fitted  up,  where  Anatomi- 
cal investigations  may  be  pursued  in  a  more  retired  and  private 
manner. 


LECTURES. 

The  Lectures  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  of 
each  year  and  continue  for  four  months. 

The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lectures  by  all 
the  Professors,  is  108  dollars. 

The  matriculation  fee,  which  is  5  dollars,  entitles  the  student 
to  the  use  of  the  College  Library. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  courses  are  entitled  after 
that  to  attend  gratuitously. 


GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  (one  of 
which  must  have  been  attended  at  this  college,)  is  necessary  to 
entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for  graduation.  He  must 
also  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  and  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

Two  opportunities  in  each  year  are  afforded  for  graduation  ; 
one  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  of 
October. 

The  examination  of  Candidates  for  the  Spring  graduation  com 
mences  on  the  1st  of  March,  and  for  the  Fall  graduation  on  the 
2d  Tuesday  in  September.     Graduation  fee,  25  dollars.

The  new  and  extensive  College  edifice  is  located  in  Crosby  Street. 
In  its  construction,  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  provide  within  its  walls 
every  accommodation  that  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness of  instruction  in  the  various  departments  of  Medical  Science,  and 
it  is  believed  that  in  no  one  respect  will  it  be  found  wanting  in  the 
great  objects  for  which  it  was  designed.  To  the  planning  of  the 
Anatomical  part  of  the  building,  especial  attention  has  been  paid, 
with  the  view  of  furnishing  every  convenience  and  accommodation 
that  may  be  required  for  teaching  Anatomy,  as  well  as  for  private 
dissection.  In  addition  to  the  public  dissecting  room,  a  number  of 
smaller  rooms  have  been  fitted  up,  where  Anatomical  investigations 
may  be  pursued  in  a  more  retired  and  private  manner.

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  Lectures  is  necessary  to 
entitle  the  student  to  present  himself  for  graduation,  one  of  which  must 
have  been  attended  at  this  College.  He  must  also  have  studied  medi- 
cine three  years,  and  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Two  opportunities  in  each  year  are  afforded  for  graduation  ;  one 
on  tl^  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  in 
October. 
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The  examination  of  Candidates  for  the  Spring  graduation  commences 
on  the  1st  of  March,  and  for  the  Fall  graduation  on  the  2d  Tuesday  in 
September.

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CIRCULAR. 

The  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New  York,  have 
the  satisfaction  to  assure  the  friends  of  the  institution,  that  the  arrangements 
made  to  encourage  a  zealous  and  successful  prosecution  of  medical  studies  are 
most  ample  and  satisfactory.  The  courses  of  instruction  embrace  every  depart- 
ment of  medical  science,  upon  each  of  which  the  Trustees  believe  that  full  and 
accurate  instruction  is  afforded. 

In  facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  Anatomical  studies,  the  institution  is  especi- 
ally rich;  subjects  are  supplied  at  a  very  moderate  expense,  and  in  such  abun- 
dance that  every  student  has  ample  opportunity  to  complete  a  full  course  of  dis- 
sections. To  the  Anatomical  Museum,  commenced  by  the  late  distinguished 
Prof.  Post,  and  much  augmented  by  Prof.  Rhinelander,  extensive  additions  have 
been  made  by  the  present  professors  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery.  It  now  compre- 
hends more  than  2000  preparations,  and  is  wanting  in  nothing  that  is  required 
for  the  illustration  of  the  full  courses  of  lectures  on  Anatomy,  whether  Special, 
Surgical  or  Pathological,  which  are  delivered  in  the  College. 

The  means  at  the  command  of  the  Lecturer  on  Obstetrics  are  ample.  The 
Museum  of  the  late  Prof.  Dr.  Delafield  is,  by  the  liberality  of  that  gentleman, 
still  in  the  College.  It  contains  a  large  and  perfect  collection  of  models  in  wax 
and  plaster,  anatomical  and  pathological  specimens  in  great  variety,  and  in  par- 
ticular a  very  ample  supply  of  distorted  pelves,  procured  from  Paris,  illustra- 
ting every  species  and  variety  of  deformity.  Facilities  are  afforded  to  the 
more  advanced  students,  of  applying  the  knowledge  they  obtain  to  practice,  by 
attending  cases  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lecturer. 

The  cabinet  of  Materia  Medica  is  large.  Every  article  on  which  the  profes- 
sor lectures  is  shown  to  the  students,  in  its  varieties,  and  every  effort  made, 
by  the  exhibition  of  plates,  drawings  and  specimens,  to  give  them  a  practical  and 
useful  familiarity  with  the  subject. 

On  Medical  Jurisprudence  the  instruction  is  illustrated  by  plates,  dissections, 
and  by  testing  the  different  poisons  in  presence  of  the  class. 

The  Chemical  Apparatus  is  extensive  and  valuable,  and  the  lectures  through- 
out are  illustrated  by  every  variety  of  experiment. 

With  the  course  on  Surgery  are  associated  instructions  on  Surgical  An- 
atomy. Every  operation  is  performed  in  presence  of  the  class,  and  every 
subject  illustrated  by  drawings  and  preparations  from  the  Anatomical  Museum. 

The  lectures  on  the  Practice  of  Physic  are  as  much  as  possible  associated 
with  the  clinical  instruction  given  at  the  New  York  Hospital. 

The  course  on  Physiology  is  comprehensive  of  all  the  known  laws  of  life. 

Altogether,  the  Trustees  hope  that  the  institution  presents  to  students  who 
are  desirous  of  thorough  and  practical  instruction  on  every  branch  of  medical 
science,  attractions  not  every  where  equalled,  and  no  where,  in  our  country, 
surpassed.  Situated  in  the  metropolitan  city  of  America,  whose  extensive  pop- 
ulation renders  inevitable  a  great  number  and  variety  of  these  accidents,  for 
which  surgical  aid  is  required,  the  institution  offers,  to  those  who  prosecute  their 
studies  in  it,  an  extent  of  experience  and  observation  in  operative  surgery,  no 
where  equalled;  while  in  its  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries,  to  which  the  students 
have  access,  medical  practice  in  ail  the  varieties  of  disease  may  be  every  day 
witnessed,  and  thus  an  extent  of  experience  acquired,  superior  to  that  which 
many  years  would  afford  in  places  less  favourably  situated. 

These  advantages  may  now  be  enjoyed  with  nearly  equal  facility  by  rich  and 
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poor.  The  recent  change  in  the  state  of  the  conntry  has  so  materially  dimin- 
ished the  expense  of  living  in  New  York,  that  students  can  now  obtain  board, 
with  every  comfort,  at  rates  varying  from  $3,00  to  5^4,00  per  week. 

LECTURES. 

The  Lectures  commence  on  the  iirst  Monday  of  November,  of  each  year,  and 
continue  for  four  months.  The  expense  of  attending  a  complete  course  of  Lec- 
tures, by  all  the  Professors,  is  $108.  The  matriculation  fee,  which  is  5$,  entitles 
the  student  to  the  use  of  the  College  Library. — Graduation  fee,  $25. 

DISSECTING  BOOM. 

The  Dissecting  Room  is  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Professor 
of  Anatomy.  The  Demonstrator  attends  from  7  to  9  o'clock  every  evening, 
and  at  such  hours  during  the  day  as  may  be  convenientto  the  students.  Private 
rooms  are  provided  for  physicians  who  may  wish  to  dissect. — Demonstration 
ticket  (the  taking  of  which  is  optional),  $5. 

NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL. 

To  this  institution,  which  now  accommodates  about  250  patients,  extensive 
additions  are  being  made.  It  presents  to  the  students,  who  have  daily  opportu- 
nities of  visiting  it-,-  diseases,  medical  and  surgical,  in  almost  every  variety. 
The  library,  to  which  those  students  who  attend  the  practice  of  the  house  have 
free  access,  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  selected  in  the  country.

GRADUATION. 

Attendance  upon  two  complete  courses  of  lectures  is  necessary  to  entitle  the 
student  to  present  himself  for  graduation,  one  of  which  must  have  been  attended 
at  this  College.  He  must  also  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  and  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Two  opportunities  in  each  year  are  afforded  for  graduation  ;  one  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April,  and  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Spring  graduation  commences  on  the 
first  of  iVlarch,  and  for  the  Fall  graduation  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 


In  issuing  their  annual  catalogue,  the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  cannot  but  congratulate  themselves  and  the  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege, upon  its  present  prosperity,  and  upon  the  bright  prospects  which  open  be- 
fore it.  The  class  in  attendance  upon  the  Lectures  of  the  session  of  1841 — 42, 
is  larger  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  ;  and  is  a  bona  Me  class,  no  at- 
tempts having  been  made  to  augment  the  number  artificially.  The  arrange- 
ments for  giving  a  full  and  thorough  course  of  instruction  are  more  complete 
than  heretofore,  and. the  system  which  has  been  adopted  for  a  few  years  past,  of 
filling  vacancies  in  the  Faculty,  by  the  appointment  of  Lecturers  on  probation, 
has  been  productive  of  the  happiest  results  ;  this  system  of  filling  the  chairs,  is 
the  only  approach  that  has  been  made  in  this  country,  towards  the  concours  and 
was  first  adopted  by  this  College. 

The  facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  Anatomical  Studies  are  very  great,  sub- 
jects being  supplied  in  abundance,  and  so  reasonably,  that  every  student  can  go 
through  with  a  thorough  course  of  Practical  Anatomy,  both  special  and  surgical. 

The  Anatomical  Museum  is  extensive,  and  furnishes  an  abundant  material 
for  the  illustration  of  both  the  Anatomical  and  Surgical  courses  in  their  several 
subdivisions;  these  courses  are  also  elucidated  by  numerous  plates  and  draw- 
ing of  the  entire  body  and  of  its  different  regions.  The  Museum  has  been 
greatly  enriched  by  the  liberality  of  Dr.  J.  Kearny  Rodgers,  who  has  placed  the 
whole  of  his  very  valuable  private  collection  in  the  College,  under  the  charge 
of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy.  Operative  Surgery  will  be  taught  upon  the  sub- 
ject. 

The  course  on  Obstetrics  is  amply  illustrated  by  plates,  and  by  theVarious 
Anatomical  and  Obstetrical  perparations  and  models,  constituting  the  Museum  of 
the  late  Professor,  Dr.  Delafield,  who  has  kindly  allowed  it  to  remain  in  the 
College.  The  practice  of  Operative  Obstetrics  will  be  fully  exemplified  on  the 
Manikin,  cases  in  Obstetrics  will  be  afforded  to  the  more  advanced  students. 

The  course  on  Materia  Medica,  will  as  far  as  possible  be  made  demonstra- 
tive by  the  exhibition  of  plates,  drawings,  and  specimen  from  the  Cabinet  of 
Materia  Medica.  Medical  Jurisprudence  also  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  dis- 
sections and  the  application  of  tests  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 

The  course  on  Chemistry  is  very  full,  and  the  great  extent  and  completeness 
of  the  apparatus,  enables  the  Professor  to  make  his  Lectures  both  attractive  and 
practical,  by  the  many  experiments  which  he  exhibits.  It  is  believed  that  the 
apparatus  for  solidifying  carbonic  acid  gas,  is  the  largest  in  existence.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  course  on  Chemistry,  a  valuable  course  has  been  given  this 
year,  on  Medical  Botant. 

The  course  on  Physiology  embraces  all  the  known  laws  of  life. 

The  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic,  is  enabled  to  render 
his  course  more  valuable  and  more  practical,  by  the  clinical  instruction  which 
he  gives  during  two  months  of  the  session,  at  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  sub-graduate  course  of  instruction  heretofore  given  at 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,there  are  several  new  features  particular- 
ly'worthy  of  notice,  as  greatly  enhancing  the  advantages  held  out  to  students,who 
are  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  best  opportunities.  First,  the  course 
on  .Medical  Botany  ;  second.  Clinical  Instruction  :  last  year  arrangements  were 
made  by  the  Professors  of  Surgery  and  Obstetrics,  to  give  the  students  clinical 
instruction,  besides  that  given  by  the  Professor  of  Practice,  and  their  connexion 
with  the  Northern  Dispensary,  enabled  them  to  do  so,  twice  a  week  during  the 
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seasion  ;  occasionally  patients  were  brought  to  the  College  and  there  exhibited 
to  the  class.  This  year  further  arrangements  were  made,  by  which  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Surgery  was  to  give  clinical  instruction  at  the  New  York  Dispensary, 
twice  a  week.  Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  session,  however,  through 
the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  Medical  gentlemen,  connected  with  the  several 
Dispensaries,  arrangements  were  completed  by  means  of  which  clinical  in- 
struction should  be  given  regularly  at  the  College.  Accordingly  every  Monday, 
from  twenty  to  thirty  cases  of  the  most  interesting  forms  of  disease,  are  sent  to 
the  College  by  their  attending  iihijsicians,  and  the  class  have  ample  opportunity 
to  examine  the  characteristics  of  disease,  and  to  listen  to  the  clinical  remarks 
made  by  the  Professors  of  Surgery  and  Obstetrics.  I'hey  also  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  witnessing  the  operations  performed  on  those  cases  requiring  them. 
Third,  the  Frelwunary  course  of  Lectures  on  Specialities,  delivered  by  the  Fa- 
culty, during  the  month  of  October  :  this  course  as  delivered  last  October,  was 
attended  by  a  full  class,  and  embraced  the  following  subjects ;  Hygiene,  by  Dr. 
J.  M.  Smith;  Medical  Botany,  by  Dr.  Torrey ;  Comparative  Osteology,  by  Dr. 
Watts  ;  Anatomy  and  Pathology  of  the  Ear,  by  Dr.  Parker  :  and  Monstrosities, 
by  Dr.  Gilman.  The  Faculty  propose  to  continue  this  course,  selecting  such 
subjects  of  interest  as  cannot  but  be  fully  dwelt  upon  during  the  regular  course. 
These  Lectures  are  free  to  the  students  of  the  College,  on  presenting  their  Ala- 
triculation  ticket  for  the  ensuing  session,  and  to  the  Profession.  Fourth,  the 
"  >Spring  course  of  Lectures  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons."  This 
course  on  specialities  was  commenced  last  spring,  as  an  experiment  by  an  asso- 
ciation of  gentlemen,  some  of  them  connected  with  the  College,  others  not.  The 
course  was  so  well  attended  that  the  Association  has  been  enlarged  so  as  to  em- 
brace several  new  and  important  subjects.  All  of  the  Lectures  have  been,  and 
most  of  them  now  are  connected,  with  the  College,  and  with  the  various  Public 
Medical  Institutions  of  the  ciiy,  so  that  the  course  will  be  eminently  a  useful 
and  a  practical  one,  equally  attractive  to  the  student,  and  to  the  junior  members 
of  the  Profession,  (vide  last  page). 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  present  session.  Dr.  Alexander  H.  Stevens,  Eme- 
ritus Professor  of  Surgery,  has  given  several  Lectures  on  the  Diseases  of  the 
Rectum,  Lithotomy,  &c.  These  Lectures,  as  well  as  the  clinique  have,  met 
with  the  earnest  attention  and  warm  approbation  not  only  of  the  students,  but  of 
the  Profession  generally,  who  have  attended  in  large  numbers, 

LECTURES. 

The  preliminary  course  commences  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  and  con- 
tinues four  weeks. 

The  Winter  Session  (sub-graduate  course)  begins  annually  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  November,  and  continues  until  the  first  of  the  following  March.  The 
fee  for  the  full  course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  is  $108  :  but  the  students 
are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets,  during  one  session.  The  Matri- 
caiation  fee  is  '$^,  and  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the  College  Library. 
Graduation  fee  $25.    Expenses  of  living,  about  ^3.00  per  week- 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

To  make  the  College  a  more  thorough  school  of  Practical  Anatomy,  the  Re- 
gents of  the  University  have  established  a  Demonstrator's  or  Dissecting  Room 
ticket.  The  room  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy. 

The  Demonstrator  will  attend  at  such  hours  during  the  day  and  evening  as 
may  be  convenient  to  his  class;  and  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties  in  the 
dissecting  room,  will  recapitulate  the  entire  course  on  Special  Anatomy.    At- 
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tendance  in  this  dissecting  room  and  at  the  Demonstrations  is  optional,  but  every 
Mudent  is  earnestly'advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity.  Tickets  $5.00, 
Private  rooms  are  provided,  at  a  small  expense,''for  physicians  who  may  wish 
to  dissect. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two 
full  courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College ;  they  must  also  have  studied 
Medicine  for  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one.  Certificates  of  time  and  age  must  be  furnished. 
Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with 
the  science  of  medicine,  and  to  hand  it  in  previous  to  his  examination. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually ;  that  for  gradua- 
in  the  spring,  commences  on  the  first  of  March,  and  that  for  graduation  ia  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 

Students  have  access  to  the  New  York  Hospital  for  a  fee  of  $6.00,  which  also 
entitles  them  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  and  they  have  free  access  to  the  practice 
of  the  New  York  Eye  Infirmary.

COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 


In  issuing  the  Annual  Catalogue  of  this  College,  now  the  only  Medical  In- 
stitution in  the  State  under  the  control  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  NeM'  York,  the  Trustees  must  again  allude  to  its  increasing  prosperity. 
During  this,  the  thirty-eighth  session  of  the  College,  the  class  is  larger  than  for 
a  series  of  years  preceding — the  number  of  students  having  increased  at  least 
one-third  during  the  past  four  years,  as  shown  by  reference  to  the  register. 
Ample  arrangements  exist  for  giving  a  full  and  thorough  course  of  instruction, 
both  theoretical  and  practical,  and  great  benefit  has  resulted  from  the  plan 
adopted  for  a  few  years  past,  of  appointing  no  one  as  a  Professor  until  he  has 
successfully  served  one  session  as  a  Lecturer  on  probation,  so  that  all  candidates 
for  the  honors  of  the  College,  whether  its  Professorships  or  its  Diploma,  are 
subjected  to  a  severe  test  of  qualification. 

The  following  details  will  exhibit  some  of  the  means  of  instruction,  at  the 
command  of  the  Faculty  : 

Anatomy  and  Surgery. — The  Anatomical  and  Surgical  Museum  is  a  large 
and  valuable  collection  of  preparations,  both  wet  and  dry,  exhibiting  diseased 
as  well  as  healthy  structure,  also  anomalies;  the  assortment  ol'  bones  illustra- 
tive of  diseases  and  accidents  is  very  rich.  This  iVIuseum  is  rendered  the  more 
valuable  by  the  addition  of  the  private  cabinet  belonging  to  J.  Kearny  Rodgers, 
M.  D.,  and  by  him  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The 
Lectures  on  these  brancles  are  also  illustrated  by  a  variety  of  plates  and 
drawings.    Operative  Surgery  is  taught  upon  the  recent  subject. 

Obstetrics. — This  branch  is  amply  elucidated  by  plates  and  models,  and  by 
specimens  healthy  and  morbid,  constituting  the  Museum  of  the  late  Professor 
Dr.  DL-lafield,  and  by  him  left  with  the  present  Professor,  who  is  making  con- 
stant additions  to  it.  The  practice  of  Operative  Obstetrics  is  fully  exemplifi.ed 
upon  the  manikin,  and  the  more  advanced  students  are  furnished  with  obste- 
trical cases. 

Materia  Medica,  is  as  far  as  possible  made  demonstrative  by  the  use  of  plates 
and  specimens  from  an  extensive  cabinet.  Medical  Jurisprudence  is  illustrated 
by  drawings  and  the  application  of  tests,  before  the  class. 

Chemistry. — This  course  is  rendered  very  full  and  effective  by  the  extent  and 
completeness  of  the  apparatus,  and  by  an  abundance  of  specimens. 

Physiology. — This  course  embraces  the  known  laws  of  life. 

Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic. — This  course  is  made  the  more  valuable  and 
practical  by  the  clinical  instruction  given  by  the  Professor  at  the  New  York 
Hospital,  during  two  months  of  the  session. 

Clinical  Instruction. — In  addition  to  the  instruction  given  by  the  Professor  of 
Practice,  a  clinique  has  been  establishod  at  the  College,  which  has  now  been 
in  successful  operation  for  a  longtime.  It  is  held  every  Monday  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  cases  exhibited  to  the  class  embrace  most  of  what  is  known 
as  minor  surgery,  also  much  that  belongs  to  the  practice  of  medicine.  An  idea 
of  the  value  of  this  clinique  may  be  formed  from  the  following  statf-ment  of  cases, 
presented  to  the  class  during  a  period  of  two  months;  diseases  of  the  Chest,  39, 
(including  16  of  the  Heart  ;)  diseases  of  the  Skin,  88;  Surgical  diseases,  84,  many 
of  them  requiring  operations,  which  were  performed  in  presence  of  the  class. 
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Arrangements  exist  to  familiarize  the  elder  studenis  with  the  details  of  obstet- 
rical practice,  by  securing  to  them  an  abundant  supply  oi  cases.  Besides  the 
clinical  instruction  thus  furnished  direcily  throngh  the  College,  the  Eye  In- 
firmary is  free  to  all  students,  where  they  can  wiiness  every  vatieiy  of  disease 
and  all  ophthalmic  operations.  Attendance  upon  the  Dispensaries  is  also  free. 
Students  have  access  to  the  New  York  Hospital,  fee  for  four  months,  S^jfor  the 
year,  $10. 

LECTURES. 

Three  courses  of  Lectures  are  now  given  at  the  College  timing  the  year  :  a 
Preliminary  Course  ;  the  regular  Winter  Course,  (sub-giaduale,)  required  by 
law  and  a  Spring  Course. 

Preliminary  Course. — This  course  commences  on  the  first  Monday  of  Oc- 
tober and  continues  through  the  month  ;  it  is  given  by  members  of  the  Faculty. 
Last  October  the  course  embraced  the  iwUowing  Lecluies  ;  on  Hygeine,  by  Dr. 
Jos.  M.  Smith  ;  on  Medical  Botany,  by  Dr.  Torrey  ;  on  General  Anatomy,  by 
Dr.  Walts;  on  Syphilis,  by  Dr.  Parker,  and  on  the  Anatomy,  Pliysiology  and 
Diseases  of  the  Ovaries,  by  Dr.  Gilrnan.  This  course  is  free  to  the  Matriculated 
Students  of  the  College  and  to  the  Profession. 

Winter  Covrse,  (sub-graduate.) — This  course  begins  annually  on  the  first  of 
November  and  continues  until  the  following  March.  The  Matriculation  fee  is 
$5,  which  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the  College  Library  ;  this  being, 
however,  chiefly  useful  as  a  library  of  relerence,  students  are  requested  to  fur- 
nish themselves  with  text  books  on  the  difl^erent  branches.  The  lee  for  a  full 
course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  is  $108,  but  students  are  not  required 
to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session.  Graduation  fee,  $25.  Expenses 
of  living,  about  $3  per  week. 

Spring  Course. — This  course  is  given  by  an  association  of  gentlemen,  all  of 
whom  are  connected  with  the  different  Public  Medical  Institutions  of  the  City, 
which  enables  them  to  make  it  an  exceedingly  valuable  and  practical  course  on 
Specialities.     ( Vide  last  page.) 

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  appear  that  the  Faculty  feeling  that  the 
session  of  four  months  required  by  law,  was  too  short  even  for  the  regular 
courses,  and  much  too  short  to  allow  them  to  enter  into  specialities,  have  of 
themselves,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  other  gentlemen,  extended  the  time 
during  which  public  instruction  is  given  in  the  College  to  eight  months,  and 
they  have  already  seen  the  happy  effects  of  this  enterprize  upon  the  pro.spects 
and  character  of  the  institution,  and  upon  the  proficiency  of  the  Alumni. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

To  make  the  College  a  more  thorough  school  of  Practical  Anatomy,  the  Re- 
gents of  the  University  have  established  a  Demonstrator's  or  Dissecting  Roona 
Ticket.  The  room  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  ai:d  con- 
tinue open  until  the  following  May.  The  Demonstrator  will  attend  at  such 
hours  during  the  day  and  evening  as  may  be  convenient  to  his  class  ;  and  in 
addition  lo  his  ordinary  duties  in  the  dissecting  room,  will  recapitulate  the  entire 
course  on  Special  Anatomy.  Attendance  in  the  dissecting  room  and  on  the 
demonstrations  is  optional  with  the  students,  but  they  are  earnestly  advised  to 
avail  them.selves  of  the  opportunity. — Fee  f5. 

Material  for  di.ssection  is  supplied  in  abundance  and  at  a  low  rate,  so  that 
every  student  can  go  through  with  a  thorough  course  of  dissection. 
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Private  rooms  are  provided  at  a  small  expense  for  physicians  who  may  wish 
to  dissect. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two 
full  courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College  ;  they  must  also  have  studied 
Medicine  for  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one.  Certificates  of  time  and  age  must  be  furnished. 
Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with 
the  science  of  medicine,  and  to  hand  it  in  previous  to  his  examination. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually  ;  that  for  gradua- 
tion in  the  spring,  commences  on  the  first  of  March,  and  that  for  graduation  in 
the  fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

The  supply  of  cases  is  large, 
and  will  be  made  available  to  the  utmost  for  the  improvement  of  the  students 
attending  the  course,  who  will  at  all  times  have  free  access  to  the  clinique. 

At  the  New-York  Eye  Infirmary,  the  Lecturer  on  the  diseases  of  that  im- 
portant organ,  who  is  one  of  the  surgeons  of  the  Institution,  will  have  ample 
opportunity  of  exhibiting  every  form  and  variety  of  ophthalmic  malady,  and 
thus,  illustrating  precept  by  example,  and  uniting  systematic  lecturing  with 
clinical  teaching,  afford  to  his  class  a  complete  course  of  instruction  on  the 
important  subject  committed  to  his  charge.  The  number  of  patients  in  the 
New- York  Eye  Infirmary,  is,  it  is  believed,  greater  than  that  in  any  similar 
establishment  in  the  country,  and  from  the  high  reputation  it  has  for  years 
enjoyed,  patients  with  the  rarer  and  more  severe  diseases  of  the  eye  frequent- 
ly congregate  within  its  walls  in  great  numbers,  and  thus  afford  to  the  student 
the  means  of  familiarising  himself  with  such  forms  of  disease,  and  with  the 
surgical  operations  necessary  for  their  relief. 

Several  of  the  Lecturers  being  Physicians  to  one  or  other  of  the  Dispensa- 
ries of  the  city,  the  immense  resources  for  clinical  instruction,  of  these  Insti- 
tutions, will  be  made  available  in  illustration  of  the  several  courses,  and  in 
addition  a  wide  field  of  general  medical  and  surgical  practice  will  be  throwa 
open  to  such  students  as  desire  it. 

Being  thus  enabled  to  combine  these  several  sources  of  practical  instruction 
with  their  systematic  lecturing,  the  gentlemen  engaged  in  the  Spring  Course 
feel  the  more  confidence  in  calling  the  attention  of  such  members  of  the  Fa- 
culty as  have  the  direction  of  the  studies  of  young  men  preparing  for  the 
medical  profession,  to  the  advantages  which  their  pupils  may  derive  by  a  resi- 
dence of  a  few  months  in  New-York.  It  was  to  develope  these  advantages 
that  the  Spring  Course  was  first  undertaken,  and  is  now  prosecuted,  and  the 
Lecturers  ardently  desiring  that  all  students  may  partake  of  these,  have  con- 
cluded to  continue  the  fee  at  a  sum  nearly  nominal.

In  issuing  the  catalogue  of  this  College  for  the  session  of  1843-4,  the  Trustees  can- 
not refrain  from  expressing  their  satisfaction  at  (he  present  highly  prosperous  condition 
of  the  School.  During  this,  the  thirty-ninth  session  of  ihe  College,  the  class  is  one 
half  larger  than  last  year,  having  gone  up  from  one  hundred  and  twenty,  to  the  present 
number,  and  it  is  one  of  the  largest  classes  ever  in  attendance.  Besides  the  regular 
matriculants,  whose  names  are  on  the  catalogue,  there  have  been  in  attendance  upon 
the  Lectures  and  engaged  in  Practical  Anatomy,  thirty  gentlemen,  who  from  being 
graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other  circumstances,  are  not  allowed  to  matriculate, 
and  whose  names  are  therefore  not  published.  It  is  believed  that  this  present  prosper- 
ity is  not  owing  to  accidental  circumstances,  but  to  permanent  causes,  which  have 
been  acting  gradually  and  steadily,  and  which  are  now  producing  their  effect. 

Among  those  causes  may  be  mentioned,  the  method  adopted  for  a  few  years  past,  of 
filling  vacancies  in  the  Faculty,  no  gentleman  now  being  appointed  a  Professor  by  the 
Regents  until  he  has  successfully  served  one  session  as  a  Lecturer.  A  second  cause  is 
undoubtedly  the  high  standard  of  proficiency  required  of  those  gentlemen  who  become 
candidates  for  the  honors  of  the  College,  and  that  the  standard  is  a  high  one,  is  made 
evident  by  the  number  of  her  graduates  who  have  within  a  few  years  been  admitted 
into  the  medical  corps  of  the  army  and  navy.  Another  cause  which  must  not  be  over- 
looked, and  one  of  which  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  hnve  reason  to  feel  proud,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  confidence  and  good  will  extended  to  the  Institution  by  the  Profession  in 
this  city,  who  necessarily  have  the  best  opportunities  of  judging  of  its  character,  and 
whose  estimation  of  it  may  be  inferred  from  the  large  number  of  city  students  attend- 
ing the  present  course. 

Since  the  last  session  some  important  changes  have  taken  place.  The  late  President 
having  resigned,  the  regents  have  placed  at  the  head  of  the  Institution,  Alexander  H. 
Stevens,  M.  D.  The  Professors  are  fully  sensible  of  the  high  value  of  the  services 
rendered  to  the  College  by  one  whose  long  experience  and  high  reputation  as  a  Teach- 
er and  scientific  Practitioner,  united  to  a  familiar  acquaintance  with  the  courses  of  in- 
struction in  the  best  European  and  American  Schools,  have  given  a  unity  and  com- 
pleteness to  the  system  of  education  in  this  College,  which  a  mere  Faculty  M'ithout  a 
superintending  head  cannot  readily  attain.  Students  can  at  all  times  apply  to  the  Pres- 
ident for  his  counsel  and  advice,  and  will  occasionally  have  the  benefit  of  his  public 
teaching.  The  chair  of  Physiology  has  been  united  with  that  of  Anatomy,  which  it 
is  believed  will  not  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  course  of  instruction,  while  it  mate- 
rially lessens  the  expense  to  the  student. 

During  the  past  year  the  Anatomical,  Surgical,  and  Obstetrical  Museums  have  been 
put  in  thorough  order,  and  a  large  number  of  new  preparations  have  been  added  at  very 
considerable  expense ;  these  collections  embrace  an  extensive  and  varied  assortment 
of  wet  and  dry  specimens,  illustrative  both  of  healthy  and  diseased  structures,  also  of 
varieties  and  anomalies  of  development  and  arrangement.  During  the  coming  year  it 
is  expected  that  still  larger  additions  will  be  made  to  the  Museum.  All  the  courses  of 
instruction  are  made  as  far  as  possible  practical  and  demonstrative,  and  are  illustrated 
by  specimens  from  the  Museum  and  Cabinet  of  Materia  Medica,  and  also  by  the  fre- 
quent use  of  drawings,  plates,  and  diagrams.  The  chemical  apparatus  is  already  large 
and  efficient,  but  extensive  additions  are  to  be  made  to  it  during  the  ensuing  year,  by 
which  the  value  of  the  course  will  be  much  increased. 

Clinical  Instruction  During  the  two  first  months  of  the  session  the  Professor  of 
Practice  gives  instruction  at  the  New-York  Hospital  three  times  a  week.  Besides 
this  a  Clinique  has  been  established  at  the  College,  which  has  been  in  successful  opera- 
tion for  several  years,  under  the  direction  of  the  Profe.«sor  of  Surgery.  The  cases 
presented  to  the  clasg  embrace  almost  every  variety  of  minor  Surgery,  and  many  of 
them  require  operations  which  are  performed  before  the  class.  This  clinique  is  open 
every  Monday  through  the  year.  In  the  course  of  the  present  session  the  Professor 
of  Obstetrics  has  made  arrangements  for  a  Clinique  to  be  held  every  Thursday,  and  to 
embrace  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  which  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great 
flervice.     Arrangements  exist  to  supply  the  elder  students  with  cases,  by  which  they 
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may  become  familiar  with  the  details  of  Obstetrical  practice.  Besides  the  clinical  in- 
struction thus  furnished  directly  through  the  College,  the  Eye  Infirmary  is  free  to  aU 
students,  where  they  can  witness  every  variety  of  disease,  and  all  opththalmic  opera- 
tions. Students  also  have  access  to  the  New  York  Hospital  daily ;  fee  $8  per  annum, 
including  the  use  of  the  Hospital  Library. 

LECTURES. 
Three  courses  of  Lectures  are  now  given  at  the  College  during  the  year;  a  Fall 
course,  the  regular  Winter  course  (sub-graduate)  required  by  law,  and  a  Spring  course. 
Fall  Course.  This  course  for  the  coming  year,  will  be  commenced  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  October,  1844,  and  continued  throughout  the  month.  It  is  devoted  to  special- 
ities and  has  heretofore  been  given  by  a  part  of  the  Faculty;  but  to  render  the  in- 
struction in  the  College  more  full  and  complete,  this  course  will  be  enlarged,  and  all 
the  Professors  will  take  part  in  it  next  October,  so  that  the  Session  of  1844—5  will  be 
virtually  of  five  months  duration  although  the  regular  lectures  will  not  be  commenced 
until  the  1st  November.  This  course  is  free  to  the  matriculated  students  of  the  col- 
lege. Last  October  it  embraced  the  following  lectures :  On  Hygeine,  by  Prof.  Smith ; 
on  Comparative  Anatomy,  by  Prof.  Watts ;  on  Diseases  of  the  Urino-Genital  Appara- 
tus, by  Prof.  Parker;  on  Leucorrhcea,  by  Prof.  Oilman;       _  .  .     .„  , 

Winter  Course,  (sub-graduate.)  This  course  for  the  Session  of  1844-5  will  be  com- 
menced on  the  first  of  November,  1844,  and  continued  until  the  first  of  March,  1845._ 
Fees.  Matriculation  fee  $5,  which  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of  the  College  Li- 
brary, to  which  considerable  additions  are  being  made ;  as,  however,  it  is  chiefly  a  Li- 
brary of  reference,  students  are  requested  to  furnish  themselves  with  text  books  on  the 
several  branches.  Fees  for  the  full  course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $94,  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  Session.  Graduation 
fee,  $25.     Expenses  of  living,  average  f  3  per  week.  „    ^     u 

Sprinff  Course.  This  course  is  given  by  an  association  of  gentlemen,  all  of  whom 
are  connected  with  the  different  public  Medical  Institutions  of  the  city,  which  enables 
them  to  make  it  an  exceedingly  valuable  and  practical  course  on  Specialities.     {Vide 

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  appear  that  the  Faculty,  feeling  that  the  Session  of 
four  months  required  by  law,  was  too  short  even  for  the  regular  courses,  and  much  too 
short  to  allow  them  to  enter  into  specialities,  have  of  themselves,  and  with  the  co-op- 
eration of  other  gentlemen,  extended  the  time  during  which  public  instruction  is  given 
in  the  College  to  eight  months,  and  they  have  already  seen  the  happy  effects  of  this 
enterprise  upon  the  prospects  and  character  of  the  institution,  and  upon  the  proficiency 

of  the  Alumni. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

To  make  the  College  a  more  thorough  school  of  Practical  Anatomy,  the  Regents  of 
the  University  have  established  a  Demonstrator's  or  Dissecting  Room  Ticket.  The 
room  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  and  continue  open  until  the  fol- 
lowing May.  The  Demonstrator  will  attend  at  snch  hours  during  the  day  and  evening 
as  may  be  convenient  to  his  class;  and  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties  m  the  dissect- 
ing room,  will  recapitulate  the  entire  course  on  Special  Anatomy.  Attendance  in  the 
dissecting  room  and  on  the  demonstrations  is  optional  with  the  students,  but  they  are 
earnestly  advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity.— Fee  $5. 

Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  in  abundance  and  at  a  low  rate,  so  that  every  stu- 
dent can  go  through  with  a  thorough  course  of  dissection. 

Private  rooms  are  provided  at  a  small  expense  for  physicians  who  may  wish  to  dis- 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two  full 
courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College ;  they  must  also  have  studied  Medicine  for 
three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one.  Certificates  of  time  and  age  must  be  furnished.  Each  candidate  is  re- 
quired to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  science  of  medicine,  and 
to  hand  it  in  previous  to  his  examination.  ,       ,       »  j      •      •     i. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually;  that  for  graduation  m  the 
spring,  commences  on  the  first  of  March,  and  that  for  graduation  in  the  fall,  on  thft 
second  Tuesday  in  September.

In  issuing  tlie  Catalogue  of  this  College  for  the  Session  of  1844-5,  the  Faculty  feel 
that  there  is  continued  cause  for  satisfaction  in  the  progressively  prosperous  condition 
of  the  School,  as,  notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  increase  in  the  size  of  the  Class 
during  the  Sessi*on  of  1843-4,  there  has  been  an  accession  to  its  numbers  the  present 
year.  _  Besides  the  regular  matriculants,  whose  names  are  on  the  Catalogue,  there  have 
been  in  attendance  upon  the  Lectures,  and  engaged  in  Practical  Anatomy,  a  number  of 
gentlemen,  who,  from  being  graduates  of  this  College,  or  from  other  circumstances,  are 
not  allowed  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names  are  therefore  not  published.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  present  prosperity  is  not  owing  to  accidental  circumstances,  but  to  per- 
manent causes,  which  have  been  acting  gradually  and  steadily,  and  which  are  now 
producing  their  effect. 

Among  these  causes  may  be  mentioned,  the  method  adopted  for  a  few  years  past,  of 
filling  vacancies  in  the  Faculty,  no  gentleman  now  being  appointed  a  Professor  by  the 
Regents  until  he  has  successfully  served  one  session  as  Lecturer.  A  second  cause  is 
undoubtedly  the  high  standard  of  proficiency  required  of  those  gentlemen  who  become 
candidates  for  the  honors  of  the  College,  and  that  the  standard  is  a  high  one,  is  made 
evident  by  the  number  of  her  graduates  who  have  within  a  few  years  been  admitted 
into  the  medical  corps  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  who  have  attained  high  rank  in  the 
profession  as  teachers  of  the  various  branches  of  medical  science,  and  as  medical  offi- 
cers of  our  various  public  institutions  Another  cause  which  must  not  be  overlooked, 
and  one  of  which  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  have  reason  to  feel  proud,  is  to  be  found  in 
the  confidence  and  good  will  extended  to  the  Institution  by  the  Profession  in  this  city, 
who  necessarily  have  the  best  opportunities  of  judging  of  its  character,  and  whose 
estimation  of  it  may  be  inferred  from  the  large  number  of  city  students  attending  the 
present  session. 

The  unity  and  singleness  of  purpose  which  actuates  the  Faculty  in  their  endeavors 
to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Students,  cannot  fail  of  success,  and  in  these  eftbrts  they 
are  well  sustained  by  the  Trustees;  and  the  opinion  is  confidently  expressed,  that  in  no 
gimilar  institution  is  a  greater  amount  of  instruction  given  on  the  several  branches,  or 
superior  facilities  afibrded  to  the  Student  for  the  pursuit  of  Practical  Anatomy. 

MUSEUMS, 

All  the  courses  of  instruction  are  made,  as  far  as  possible,  practical  and  demonstra- 
tive, and  are  illustrated  by  specimens  from  the  Museum  and  cabinet  of  Materia  Medica, 
and  also  by  the  frequent  use  of  drawings,  plates,  and  diagrams.  During  the  past  year 
the  Anatomical.  Surgical  and  Obstetrical  Museuins,  and  Cabinet  of  Materia  Medica, 
have  been  miterially  improved  and  increased,  numerous  preparations  and  specimens 
having  been  added  at  a  very  considerable  expense.  The  Museums  embrace  a  rich  and 
varied  assortment  of  wet  and  dry  preparations,  illustrative  of  healthy  and  diseased 
structures,  also  of  varieties  and  anomalies  of  development;  and  the  Cabinet  contains 
abundant  material  for  the  full  illustration  of  the  Course  on  the  Materia  Medica. 

LABORATORY. 

During  the  past  year  the  Trustees  have  greatly  increased  the  facilities  for  instruction 
in  the  Chemical  Department,  by  the  election  of  a  new  Laboratory,  and  the  Professor 
has  also  expended  a  large  sum  upon  important  additions  to  his  already  extensive  and 
valuable  apparatus, so  that  he  is  now  able  to  render  his  course  more  practical  and  efiec- 
tive  than  ever. 

MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  CLINIQUE. 

A  Clinique  has  been  established  which  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  several 
years.  The  great  number  of  Medical  men  in  New- York,  many  of  them  connected 
with  public  institutions  and  desirous  of  promoting  the  interest  of  the  College,  fur- 
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nisl'ies  the  Clinique  with  an  abundant  supply  of  nscful  and  intcresllng  cases,  embracing^ 
Medical  and  Surgical  diseases;  also  those  of  Children.  These  cases  are  examined 
and  prescribed  for  before  ihe  Class,  so  that  each  Student  can  follow  for  himself  ihc 
causes,  symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  treatment  of  every  case.  Many  of  the 
minor  operations  of  Surgery  are  also  performed  before  the  Class;  the  more  advanced 
Students  have  the  privilege  of  taking  charge  of  many  of  the  patients  who  present  ihem- 
eelves  for  treatment.     The  Clinique  is  open  every  Monday  throughout  the  year. 

CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION  AT  THE  NEW- YORK  HO.SPITAL. 

During  the  first  two  months  of  the  Session,  the  Professor  of  Practice  gives  Clinical 
instruction  at  the  New-York  Hospital,  daily.  This  large  field  of  observation  is  thua 
improved  to  the  advantage  of  the  Students  who  have  the  opportunity  of  becoming 
familiar  with  a  class  of  diseases  more  severe  than  those  which  are  ordinarily  seen  at 
the  Clinique  of  the  College.  Peculiar  facilities  are  here  enjoyed  for  the  practical  study 
of  the  Fevers  of  our  country  in  all  their  varieties,  and  especial  pains  are  taken  to  fami- 
liarize the  students  with  this  important  class  of  diseases. 

PRACTICAL  OBSTETRICS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  all  the  advanced  students  can  be  supplied 
with  cases  of  Midwifery,  and  thus  become  familiar  with  the  details  of  Obstetrical  Prac- 
tice. When  any  difficulty  occurs  in  these  cases,  the  Professor  can  always  be  sent  for, 
and  many  opportunities  are  thus  afforded  for  imparting  sound  practical  instruction  on 
this  branch  of  Medical  science. 

Besides  the  Clinical  instruction  thus  oflered,  Students  have  access,  without  fee,  to 
the  Eye  Infirmary  three  times  a  week,  where  they  can  witness  a  great  variety  of  dis- 
ease and  many  of  the  operations  peculiar  to  Opthihalmic  Surgery.  Students  also  have 
admission  daily  to  the  New-York  Hosjiital,  where  they  see  a  great  amount  of  the  best 
medical  and  surgical  practice.  Besides  the  usual  Clinical  Instruction  given  at  the  Hos- 
pital, the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Institution  deliver  two  regular  courses  of 
Lectures  on  Specialiti'S,  one  in  the  Spring,  the  other  in  the  Fall:  attached  to  the  Hos- 
pital are  a  Library  of  5,000  volumes,  an  extensive  Pathological  Museum  and  a  Dead 
House  for  post  mortem  examinations:  Hospital  Ticket,  $S  per  annum,  which  admits  the 
Student  to  the  enjoyment  of  aW  ihese  advantages. 

In  addition  to  the  opportunities  already  enumerated  for  acquiring  a  thorough  theore- 
tical aod  practical  knowledge  of  the  Profession .  there  are  several  other  public  charitable 
institutions  for  the  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  and  piivate  Lectures  by  individuals  or  as- 
sociations are  becoming  more  common  every  year. 

LECTURES. 

Three  Courses  of  Lectures  are  now  given  at  the  College  during  the  year;  a  Fall 
Course^  the  regular  Winter  Course  (sub-graduate)  required  by  law,  and  a  Spring  Course. 

Fall  Course. — This  Course  will  be  commenced  on  the  first  Monday  of  October, 
1845,  and  continued  through  the  month;  it  is  devoted  to  Specialities  and  enables  the 
Faculty  to  extend  materially  the  instruction  given  in  the  College,  the  Session  being 
virtually  of  five  months  duration.  The  following  subjects  constituted  the  course  dur- 
ing October,  1S44:  Hygcinc,  by  Prof.  Smith;  Comparative  Anatomy,  by  Prof.  Watts 5 
Venereal  Diseases,  by  Prof.  Parker;  Ovologij,  by  Prof  Oilman. 

Winter  Course,  (sub-graduate). -^This  Course  Jor  the  Session  of  1845-6  will  be  com- 
menced on  the  first  of  November,  1S45,  and  continued  until  the  first  of  March,  1846. 

Spring  Course. — This  Course  is  given  in  the  College  by  an  association  of  gentlemen, 
most  of  whom  are  connected  with  the  different  public  Medical  Institutions  in  the  City, 
which  enables  them  to  make  it  a  very  valuable  and  practical  course.  It  is  commenced 
about  the  middle  of  March  and  continued  until  the  first  of  June.     {Vide  first  page.) 

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  appear  that  the  Faculty,  feeling  that  the  Session  of 
four  months  as  required  by  law,  was  loo  short  even  for  the  regular  course,  and  much 
too  .short  to  allow  them  to  enter  into  specialities,  have  of  themselves,  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  other  gentlemen,  extended  the  time  during  which  public  instruction  is 
given  in  the  College  to  eight  months,  and  they  have  already  seen  the  happy  effects  of 
this  enterprise  upon  the  prospects  and  character  of  the  institution,  and  upon  the  profici- 
ency of  its  Alumni 
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FEES. 

Matricvlaiion  Fee,  $5— which  entitles  the  Student  to  the  use-  of  the  College  Library, 
to  which  considerable  additions  have  been  made  ;  as  however  it  is  chiefly  valuable  as 
a  Library  of  reference,  Students  will  do  well  to  furnish  themselves  with  text  books  on 
the  several  branches 

Fees  for  the  Full  Course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $94 — but  Students  are  not 
required  to  take  out  all  the  Tickets  during  one  Session. 

Graduation  Fee,  $25. 

Expenses  of  living  average  $3  per  week. 

Gentlemen  who  have  attended  two  full  Courses  of  Lectures  in  this  College  are  enti- 
tled to  a  perpetual  free  ticket. 

Graduates  of  other  Schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  will  be  admitted 
gratuitously  to  all  the  Lectures  on  paying  the  Matriculation  fee.

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

Several  important  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Dissecting  Room.  It  will 
be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  October  and  continue  open  until  the  following  May. 
The  Demonstrator  will  attend  at  such  hours  during  the  day  and  evening  as  may  be 
convenient  to  his  Class,  and  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties  in  the  Dissecting  Room, 
will  recapitulate  (with  demonstrations  and  examinations)  the  entire  Course  on  Special 
Anatomy,  Attendance  in  the  Dissecting  Room  and  on  the  demonstrations  is  optional 
with  the  Students,  but  they  are  earnestly  advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 
Fee  $5.  Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  in  abundance  and  at  a  low  rate  so  that 
every  Student  can  go  through  with  a  thorough  Course  of  Dissection. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two  full  Courses 
of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College ;  they  must  also  have  studied  medicine  three  years 
under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one. 
Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with  the 
Science  of  Medicine,  and  to  deposite  it  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Previous 
to  his  examination  full  and  formal  certificates  of  time  and  age  must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually.  That  for  graduation  in 
March  commences  on  or  before  the  first  of  March,  and  that  for  graduation  in  the  Fall 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

The  Faculty  of  the  College  have  the  satisfaction  of  informing  its  nume-

The  great  object  of  the  Faculty  i-s  to  make  the  courses  of  instruction  as 
demonstrative  and  practical  as  possible  ; — hence  the  means  for  illustration 
have  been  increased,  the  material  for  practical  anatomy  is  abundant,  and 
more  than  usual  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Cliniques,  of  which  there 
have  been  two  a  week  a  large  part  of  the  session. 

Practical  Obstetrics  also  receives  its  share  of  attention,  the  more  ad- 
vanced students  being  supplied  with  cases  by  the  Professor  of  that  branch- 

The  Anatomical,  Surgical,  and  Obstetrical  Museums  are  extensive  and 
valuajble ;  the  cabinet  of  Materia  Medica  is  full,  and  the  chemical  apparatus 
ample,  all  of  which,  together  with  numerous  plates  and  drawings,  are  con- 
stantly used  in  illustration  of  the  several  courses. 

Besides  the  Clinical  instruction  at  the  College,  students  may  resort  to  the 
New-York  Hospital,  where  they  can  see  acute  diseases  and  surgical  opera- 
tions ;  also  to  the  Eye  Infirmary,  one  of  the  best  practical  schools  in  the 
country.

SESSION  OE'  1846-47. 


The  Faculty  of  the  College  have  the  gratification  of  informing  its  numer- 
ous friends  and  graduates,  of  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Institution: 
the  present  is  the  largest  class  except  one,  in  the  history  of  the  school,  the 
bona  fide  matriculants  being  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  ;  besides  whom  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  one  or 
more  of  the  courses,  vi^ho  being  Graduates  of  the  College,  or  resident  prac- 
titioners, or  from  other  causes,  are  not  permitted  or  required  to  matriculate, 
and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not  appear  upon  the  Album,  or  in  the  Cata- 
logue. The  best  return  that  the  Faculty  can  make  to  those  gentlemen, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown  their  approval  of  the  character 
and  reputation  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  it  those  in  whose  professional 
education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an  earnest  perseverance  in  increasing 
the  material  and  facilities  for  a  thorough  and  sound  acquisition,  not  only  of 
theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowledge  of  a  most  responsible  and 
honorable  profession.  The  great  object  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  seve- 
ral courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative  and  practical  as  possible,  and  in 
this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College : 
hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been  increased — the  facilities  for  a 
rigid  knowledge  of  practical  anatomy  are  great ;  and  through  the  kind  co- 
operation of  medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique  is  assuming  a  degree  of 
importance  that  could  hardly  have  been  anticipated  at  its  origin. 

Since  the  last  session  the  Trustees  have  expended  a  large  sum  in  adding 
to  the  already  extensive  and  valuable  Museum,  and  the  different  Professors 
have  also  made  considerable  additions  to  their  means  and  apparatus  for  in- 
struction. 

Besides  the  donations  to  the  College,  mentioned  in  the  last  Catalogue, 
others  have  been  received  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Faculty  respectful- 
ly solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of  the  College,  donations  of 
Anatomical,  Pathological,  and  Natural  History  specimens,  &c.  It  is  well 
known  that  every  practitioner  meets  with  specimens  of  great  value  in  the 
Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  comparatively  useless  when 
isolated. 

Besides  the  Clinical  instruction  at  the  College,  students  may  resort  to 
the  New  York  Hospital,  where  they  see  abundance  of  acute  disease,  and 
witness  numerous  important  Surgical  operations.  Regular  Courses  of 
Lectures  have  been  given  for  several  years  past,  in  the  Spring  and  Autumn, 
by  the  attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  Hospital  is  entirely  inde- 
peiident  of  any  other  institution,  and  a  fee  of  $8  per  annum  admits  the 
Students  to  all  its  benefits. 

The  New  York  Eye  Infirmary  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  practical 
schools  in  the  country,  where  Students  may  study  every  variety  of  disease 
to  which  the  eye  is  hable,  and  profit  by  the  experience  of  able  and  willing 
teachers.  Practical  Obstetrics  also  receives  its  due  share  of  attention,  and 
the  more  advanced  Students  are  supplied  with  cases  by  the  Professor  of 
that  branch,  who  is  always  ready  to  advise  and  assist  when  any  difficulty 
occurs.  It  may  be  said,  in  all  fairness,  that  no  place  in  this  country  offers 
so  wide  a  field  for  daily  observation  and  practical  improvement  in  the 
several  branches  of  medicine,  as  this  city. 


LECTURES. 


Three  courses  of  Lectures  are  now  given  at  the  College  during  the 
year : — A  Fall  Course,  the  regular  Winter  Course,  (sub-graduate),  required 
by  law,  and  a  Spring  Course. 

Fall  Course. — This  Course  will  be  commenced  on  the  first  Monday  of 
October,  1847,  and  continued  through  the  month  ;  last  October  it  embraced 
the  following  subjects : 

Hygeine,  by  Professor  Smith. 

Comparative  Anatomy,  by  Professor  Watts. 

Venereal  Diseases,  by  Professor  Parker. 

Diseases  of  the  Os  and  Cervix  Uteri,  by  Professor  Gilman. 

Winter  Course,  (sub-graduate). — This  Course  for  the  Session  of  1847-8, 
will  be  commenced  on  the  1st  of  November,  1847,  and  continued  until  the 
1st  of  March,  1848. 

Spring  Course. — This  Course  is  given  in  the  College  by  an  association  of 
gentlemen,  most  of  whom  are  connected  with  the  different  public  Medical 
institutions  in  the  city,  which  enables  them  to  make  it  a  very  valuable  and 
practical  course.  It  is  commenced  about  the  middle  of  March,  and  con- 
tinued about  three  months. 

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  appear  that  the  Faculty,  feeling  that 
the  Session  of  four  months  required  by  law,  was  too  short  even  for  the  regu- 
lar courses,  and  much  too  short  to  allow  them  to  enter  into  specialities, 
have  of  themselves,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  other  gentlemen,  extended 
the  time  during  which  public  instruction  is  given  in  the  College,  to  eight 
months.  They  have  already  seen  the  happy  effects  of  this  enterprise  upon 
the  prospects  and  character  of  the  Institution,  and  upon  the  proficiency  of 
its  Alumni. 

S^ZCS, — Matriculation  Fee,  $5 — which  entitles  the  student  to  the  use  of 
the  College  Library ;  as,  however,  it  is  chiefly  valuable  as  a  Library  of  re- 
ference, students  will  do  well  to  furnish  themselves  with  text-books  on  the 
several  branches. 

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $94 — but  students 
are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  Session. 

Graduation  Fee,  $25, 

Expenses  of  living,  average  $3  per  week,  and  upwards. 

Gentlemen  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures  in  this  Col- 
lege, are  entitled  to  a  perpetual  free  ticket. 

Graduates  of  other  schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  will 
be  admitted  gratuitously  to  all  the  Lectures,  on  presenting  their  Diplomas 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  and  paying  the  Matriculation  Fee. 

The  Fall  Course  is  free  to  the  Matriculated  students  of  the  College. 


|)ractical  ^natomg.— Several  important  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  Dissecting  Room.  It  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of 
October,  and  continue  open  until  the  followin;^  April.  The  Demonstrator 
will  attend  daily,  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  instruction  of 
his  class.  Attendance  in  the  Dissecting  Room  and  on  the  Demonstrations 
is  optional  with  the  students,  but  they  are  earnestly  advised  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity.  Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  in  abundance 
and  at  a  low  rate,  so  that  every  student  can  go  through  with  a  thorough 
course  of  Dissection.  Demonstrators  ticket,  $5,  which  admits  the  student 
to  the  Dissecting  Room. 

©rabufltiott. — Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must 
have  attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College ;  they 
must  also  have  studied  Medicine  three  years,  including  the  attendance  on 
Lectures,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some 
subject  connected  with  the  Science  of  Medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty  by  the  first  '^i^'February.  Previous  io  his  exami- 
nation, full  and  formal  certificates  of  fjrae  and  age  must  be  furhished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  tafcps  place  semi-annuallyl  That  for 
graduation  in  March,  on  or  before  the  first  of  March ;  and  that  for  gradua- 
tion in  the  fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.  l

who  will  direct  them  to  the  residences  of  the  Faculty,  and  will  aid  them  in 
obtaining  boarding-places. 

The  Faculty  deem  it  highly  desirable  that  students  should  arrive  in  the 
city  early  in  October ;  so  as  to  attend  the  Preliminary  Course,  and  to  estab- 
lish themselves  for  the  winter,  before  the  Regular  Courses  are  commenced.

The  Faculty  of  the  College  in  issuing  their  Annual  Catalogue  take  more 
than  ordinary  pleasure  in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates 
of  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Instiiution.  An  important  experiment 
has  been  tried  with  a  view  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Nation- 
al Medical  Convention — a  new  Chair  has  been  established,  the  Session  of 
regular  Lectures  has  been  prolonged  to  five  months,  and  a  reference  to  the 
Catalogue  will  exhibit  the  gratifying  fact  that  there  has  been  no  falling  off 
in  the  numbers  of  the  Class.  It  is  therefore  confidently  expected  that  per- 
manent success  will  attend  the  undertaking.  In  addition  to  the  matricula- 
ted Class,  a  large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  attendance  upon  one 
or  more  of  the  courses,  who  being  Graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other 
causes  are  not  required  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not 
appear  on  the  Album  or  the  Catalogue.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty 
can  make  to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown 
their  approval  of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by  sending 
to  it  those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an 
earnest  perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  for  a  thorough 
and  sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowl- 
edge of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  pro/ession.  The  great  object  of 
the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  several  courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative 
and  practicable  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Coll'ege  :  hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been 
increased — the  facilities  for  a  rigid  knowledge  of  practical  anatomy  are 
great ;  and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  medical  friends,  the  College 
Clinique  is  assuming  a  degree  of  importance  that  could  hardly  have  been 
anticipated  at  its  origin. 

Since  the  last  session  the  Trustees  have  expended  a  large  suni  in  adding 
to  the  accommodations  of  the  College  and  increasing  the  facilities  for  in- 
struction in  Practical  Anatomy ;  the  Professors  have,  as  usual,  added  to 
their  Museum  and  several  donations  have  been  received.  The  Faculty  re- 
spectfully solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of  the  College,  do- 
nations of  Anatomical,  Pathological,  and  Natural  History  specimens,  &c. 
It  is  well  known  that  every  practitioner  meets  with  specimens  of  great  val- 
ue in  the  Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  comparatively  useless 
when  isolated. 

The  Faculty  are  greatly  indebted  to  Professor  Agassiz,  foi*  a  most  val- 
uable and  interesting  Course  of  Lectures  on  Ovology  and  Embryology,  de- 
livered to  their  class  in  the  month  of  November,  to  which  the  Profession 
of  the  City  were  invited  to  the  utmost  capacity  of  the  College  Hall. 

The  Course  on  Physiology  and  Pathology  has  been  a  very  important  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  course  of  instruction  and  is  the  only  course  of  the 
kind  given  in  this  country.  The  Lectures  on  Physiology  have  embraced 
the  minute  anatomy  of  the  tissues,  and  have  been  amply  illustrated  by  mag- 
nified drawings,  and  by  frequent  demonstrations  under  the  Microscope,  to 
the  Class,  by  sections.  The  course  on  Pathology,  now  in"  progress,  will 
be  equally  full,  and  is  constantly  enriched  by  the  exhibition  and  demonstra- 
tion of  recent  specimens,  illustrating  the  various  changes  produced  in  tis- 
sues and  organs  by  disease.

Candidates  for  examination  for  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attended  two  full  Courses  of 
Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College  ;  they  must  also  have  studied  Medicine 
three  years,  including  the  attendance  upon  Lectures,  under  the  direction 
of  a  regular  physician,  and  have  attained  the  age_of  twenty-one.  Each 
candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with  the 
Science  of  Medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 
Previous  to  his  examination,  full  and  formal  certificates  of  time  and  age 
must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually.  That  for 
graduation  in  March,  on  or  before  the  first  of  March ;  and  that  for  gradua- 
tion in  the  fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  1791,  the  Regents  of  the  University  of 
the  State  of  New- York  were  authorized  to  establish  a  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  in  the  State;  and  in  1807,  the  Regents,  by  charter, 
created  "  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  the  City  of  New- 
York,"  and  the  first  course  of  Lectures  was  delivered  in  the  winter  of 
1807-8.

The  faculty  of  the  College  in  issuing  their  Annual  Catalogue,  take  plea- 
sure in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates,  ot  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  Institution.  In  addition  to  the  Matriculated  Class,  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  attendance  upon  one  or  more  of 
the  courses,  who  being  Graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other  causes,  are 
not  required  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not  appear  oa 
the  Album  or  the  Catalogue.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty  can  make 
to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown  their  ap- 
proval of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  it 
those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an  earnest 
perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  fur  a  thorough  and 
sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowledge 
of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  profession.  The  great  object  of  the 
Faculty  is  to  make  the  several  courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative  and 
practical  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  ;  hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been  in- 
creased— the  facilities  for  a  rigid  knowledge  of  practical  anatomy  are  great ; 
and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique 
has  assumed  a  degree  of  importance  that  could  hardly  have  been  antici- 
pated at  its  origin. 

The  Faculty  respectfully  solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of 
the  College,  donations  of  Anatomical,  Pathological,  and  Natural  History 
specimens,  &c.  It  is  well  known  that  every  practi'ioner  meets  with  speci- 
mens of  great  value  in  the  Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  com- 
paratively useless  when  isolated.  The  Trustees  have  appointed  Dr.  Isaacs 
"Curator  of  the  College  Museum,"  and  all  donations  sent  to  bim  will  be 
properly  put  up  and  placed  iti  the  iVLiseum,  with  the  name  of  the  donor. 

The  Coarse  on  Physiology  and  Pathology  has  been  a  very  important  ad- 
dltioti  to  the  regular  course  of  iiistruclion,  and  is  the  only  course  of  the 
kind  given  in  this  country.  The  Lectures  on  Physiology  have  embraced 
the  minute  anatomy  of  the  tissues,  and  have  been  amply  illustrated  by 
ma^aified  drawings,  and  by  frequent  demonstrati  ns  uoder  the  Microscope. 
The  course  on  Pathology,  n  >w  in  progress,  will  be  equally  full,  and  is  con- 
stantly enriched  by  the  exhibition  aod  demonstration  of  recent  specimens, 
illustrating  the  various  changes  produced  in  tissues  and  organs  by  disease. 
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Besides  the  Clinical  instruction  at  the  College,  students  resort  to  the 
New- York  Hospital,  where  they  see  abundance  of  acute  disease,  and  wit- 
ness numerous  important  Surgical  operations.  The  Hospital  is  entirely 
independent  of  any  other  institution,  and  a  fee  of  $8  per  annum  admits  the 
Student  to  all  its  benefits. 

The  New- York  Eye  Infirmary  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  practical 
schools  in  the  country,  where  students  may  study  every  variety  of  disease 
to  which  the  eye  is  liable,  and  profit  by  the  experience  of  able  and  willing 
teachers.  Practical  Obstetrics  also  receives  its  due  share  of  attention,  and 
the  more  advanced  Students  are  supplied  with  cases  by  the  Professor  of 
that  branch,  who  is  always  ready  to  advise  and  assist  when  any  difficulty 
occurs. 

Cecturc0. 

The  regular  Course  of  Lectures  for  the  Session  of  lS48-'49  was  com- 
menced on  Monday,  30th  October,  1848,  and  will  be  continued  until  the 
end  of  March,  1849. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  and  not  interfering  with  it,  a  Course  of 
Lectures  was  commenced  on  Monday,  2d  October,  and  continued  until 
30th  October,  on  the  following  subjects : 

Typhus  Fever  and  Typhoid  Diseases,  by  Dr.  Smith. 
Medical  Botany,  by  Dr.  Torrey. 

Diseases  of  the  Male  Genital  Apparatus,  by  Dr.  Parker. 
Organic  Diseases  of  the  Uterus,  by  Dr.  Gilman.

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $108;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session.

Board,  average  $3  per  week, 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures  in  this  College, 
or  one  full  course  in  some  other  regularly  established  Medical  School,  and 
one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  admitted  to  subsequent  courses  free  of 
expense,  except  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  without  fee ;  Graduates  of  other 
Schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Students, 
are  admitted  on  general  ticket  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

iiractical  ^ixatomg.— The  Trustees  of  the  College  have  added 
another  story  to  the  rear  of  the  College  building,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  providing  a  large  and  commodious  apartment  for  Practical  Anatomy.  It 
is  admirably  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  abundantly  supplied  with  gas  and 
Croton  water ;  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  it  is  at  least  equal,  in  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  its  arrangements,  to  any  Dissecting  Room  in 
this  country.  It  is  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  and  con- 
tinues open  until  the  following  April. 
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Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  in  abundance,  and  at  a  low  rate,  so 
that  every  student  can  go  through  with  a  thorough  course  of  Dissection. 
Demonstrator's  Ticket,  $5,  which  admits  the  student  to  the  Dissecting 
Room. 

^tatJUSttOUt — There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  the  degrees ;  one, 
the  Annual  Commencement  in  March — the  other  at  the  opening  of  the  reg- 
ular course.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College  ;  they  must 
also  have  studied  Medicine  three  years,  including  the  attendance  upon  Lec- 
tures, under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  sub- 
ject connected  with  the  Science  of  Medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  time  and  age 
must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually.  That  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

The  Faculty  deem  it  highly  desirable  that  students  should  arrive  in  the 
city  early  in  October,  so  as  to  attend  the  Preliminary  Course,  and  to  estab- 
lish themselves  for  the  winter,  before  the  Regular  Courses  are  commenced.

FORTY-THIRD    SESSION 1849-50. 


The  Matriculated  Class  for  the  present  session  is  one  of  the  largest 
that  has  ever  been  in  the  College,  and  the  Faculty  cannot  but  congratulate 
themselves  and  the  Profession  upon  this  tangible  evidence,  that  they  are 
sustained  in  having  been  among  the  first  to  respond  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Profession,  as  expressed  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  for  a  pro- 
longed course,  increased  facilities  in  teaching,  a  larger  number  of  teachers, 
and  a  higher  standard  of  qualification  for  graduation. 

The  faculty  of  the  College  in  issuing  their  Annual  Catalogue,  take  plea- 
sure in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates,  of  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  Institution.  In  addition  to  the  Matriculated  Class,  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  attendance  upon  one  or  more  of 
the  courses,  who  being  Graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other  causes,  are 
not  required  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not  appear  on 
the  Album  or  the  Catalogue.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty  can  make 
to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown  their  ap- 
proval of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  it 
those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an  earnest 
perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  for  a  thorough  and 
sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowledge 
of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  profession.  The  great  object  of  the 
Faculty  is  to  make  the  several  courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative  and 
practical  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  ;  hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been  in- 
creased— rthe  facilities  for  a  rigid  knowledge  of  practical  anatomy  are  great ; 
and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique 
has  assumed  a  degree  of  importance  that  could  hardly  have  been  antici- 
pated at  its  origin. 

The  Faculty  respectfully  solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of 
the  College,  donations  of  Anatomical,  Pathological,  and  Natural  History 
specimens,  &g.  It  is  well  known  that  every  practitioner  meets  with  speci- 
mens of  great  value  in  the  Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  com- 
paratively useless  when  isolated.  The  Trustees  have  appointed  Dr.  Isaacs 
"  Curator  of  the  College  Museum,"  and  all  donations  sent  to  him  will  be. 
properly  put  up  and  placed  in  the  Museum,  with  the  name  of  the  donor. 

The  Course  on  Physiology  and  Pathology  has  been  a  very  important  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  course  of  instruction,  and  is  the  only  course  of  the 
kind  given  in  this  country.  The  Lectures  on  Physiology  embrace  the 
minute  anatomy  of  the  tissues,  and  are  amply  illustrated  by  magnified

drawings,  and  by  frequent  demonstrations  under  the  Microscope.  The 
Course  on  Pathology,  is  equally  full,  and  is  constantly  enriched  by  the  ex- 
hibition and  demonstration  of  recent  specimens  illustrating  the  various 
changes  produced  in  tissues  and  organs  by  disease. 

It  is  now  beyond  controversy,  that  New  York  is  without  a  rival  in  the 
abundance  of  means  for  Practical  and  Clinical  Instruction,  and  that  those 
means  are  being  rapidly  developed.  In  the  College  Cliniquc  a  great  num- 
ber and  variety  of  cases  are  presented  to  the  class,  and  frequently  the  stu- 
dents are  called  upon  to  make  the  diagnosis,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  pa- 
tient. The  Obstetrical  Clinique  gives  to  the  advanced  students  the  oppor- 
tunity of  practice  in  that  important  branch.  Besides  the  Clinical  Instruc- 
tion given  in  the  College,  the  students  resort  to  the  New  York  Hospital, 
which  is  open  daily  for  that  purpose,  and  where  they  see  disease  in  its 
graver  and  more  acute  forms,  both  Medical  and  Surgical,  Hospital  Fee  $8 
per»annum. 

The  New  York  Eye  Infirmary  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  practical 
schools  in  the  country,  where  students  may  study  every  variety  of  disease 
to  which  the  eye  is  liable,  and  profit  by  the  experience  of  able  and  willing 
teachers.     This  Infirmary  is  open  three  days  in  the  week,  without  fee. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  present  Session,  the  Medical  Board  of  Belle- 
voE  Hospital  have  made  arrangements,  by  which  that  Institution  is  acces- 
sible to  students,  and  Clinical  Instruction  is  given  regularly  to  all  who 
wish  to  attend — without  fee.

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures  in  this  College, 
or  one  full  course  in  some  other  regularly  established  Medical  School,  and 
one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  admitted  to  subsequent  courses  free  of 
expense,  except  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  without  fee ;  Graduates  of  other 
Schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Student^ 
are  admitted  on  general  ticket  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

|Jractical  ^^natontg. — The  Trustees  of  the  College  have  added  an- 
other story  to  the  rear  of  the  College  building,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  providing  a  large  and  commodious  apartment  for  Practical  Anatomy.  It 
is  admirably  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  abundantly  supplied  with  gas  and 
Croton  water ;  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  it  is  at  least  equal,  in  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  its  arrangements,  to  any  Dissecting  Room  in 
this  country.  It  will  be  opened  early  in  October,  and  continue  open 
until  the  following  April. 

Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  in  abundance,  and  at  a  low  rate,  so 
that  every  student  can  go  through  with  a  thorough  course  of  Dissection. 
Demonstrator's  Ticket,  $5,  which  admits  the  student  to  the  Dissecting 
Room. 

(^rabliatiou — There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  the  degrees;  one, 
the  Annual  Commencement  in  March — the  other  at  the  opening  of  the  reg- 
ular course.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College ;  they  must 
also  have  studied  Medicine  three  years,  including  the  attendance  upon  Lec- 
tures, under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician,  and  have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  sub- 
ject connected  with  the  Science  of  Medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  time  and  age 
must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually.  That  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  th© 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

FORTY-FOURTH    SESSION 1850-51. 

The  Matriculated  Class  for  tte  present  Session  is  230,  the  largest  that 
has  ever  been  in  the  College,  and  the  Faculty  cannot  but  congratulate 
themselves  and  the  Profession  upon  this  tangible  evidence  that  they  are 
sustained  in  having  been  among  the  first  to  respond  to  the  'wishes  of  the 
Profession,  as  expressed  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  for  a  pro- 
longed course,  increased  facilities  in  teaching,  a  larger  number  of  teachers, 
and  a  higher  standard  of  qualification  for  graduation. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  in  issuing  their  Annual  Catalogue,  tate  plea- 
sure in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates,  of  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  Institution.  In  addition  to  the  Matriculated  Class,  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  attendance  upon  one  or  more  of 
the  courses,  who  being  graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other  causes,  are 
not  required  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not  appear  on 
the  Album  or  the  Catalogue.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty  can  make 
to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown  their  ap- 
proval of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  it 
those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an  earnest 
perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  for  a  thorough  and 
sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowledge 
of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  profession.  The  great  object  of  the 
Faculty  is  to  make  the  several  courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative  and 
practical  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  College;  hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been  increas- 
ed— and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique 
has  assumed  a  degree  of  importance  that  could  hardly  have  been  antici- 
pated at  its  origin. 

Since  the  Circular  for  1850-51  was  issued,  the  Regents  of  the  Universi- 
ty of  the  State  of  New  York  have  appointed  Valentine  Mott,  M.  D., 
"  Emeritus  Professor  of  Operative  Surgery  and  Surgical  Anatomy,"  and 
the  Students  of  the  College  have  the  opportunity  of  profiting  by  the 
knowledge  and  experience  of  that  distinguished  Surgeon,  who  is  giving  a 
course  of  Lectures  on  some  of  those  important  operations  which  have  given 
so  high  a  character  to  American  Surgery, 

The  Faculty  respectfully  solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of 
the  College,  donations  of  Anatomical,  Pathological,  and  Natural  History 
soecimen<,  &o.  It  is  well  known  tliat  every  practitioner  meets  with  speci- 
mens of  great  value  in  the  Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  com- 
paratively useless  when  isolated.  The  Trustees  have  appointed  Dr.  Isaacs 
Curator  of  the  College  Museum,  and  all  donations  sent  to  him  will  be 
properly  put  up  and  placed  in  the  Museum,  with  the  name  of  the  donor. 

The  course  on  Physiology  and  Pathology  has  been  a  very  important  ad- 
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^Ition  to  the  regular  course  of  instruction,  and  is  the  only  course  of  the 
"kind  given  in  this  country.  The  Lectures  on  Phyfciojogy  embrace  the  mi- 
nute anatomy  of  the  Tissues,  and  are  amply  illustrated  hy  magnified  draw- 
ings, and  by  frequent  demonstrations  under  the  microscope.  The  course 
on  Pathology  is  equally  full,  and  is  constantly  enriched  by  the  exhil)ition 
and  demonstration  of  recent  specimens  illustrating  the  various  changes  pro- 
■dueed  in  tissues  and  organs  by  disease. 

It  is  now  beyond  controversy,  that  New  York  is  without  a  rival  in  the 
abundance  of  means  for  Practical  and  Clinical  Instruction,  and  that  those 
means  are  being  rapidly  developed.  In  the  College  Clinique  a  great  num- 
ber and  variety  of  cases  are  presented  to  the  class,  and  frequently  the  stu- 
dents are  called  upon  to  make  the  diagnosis,  and  to  take  cliarge  of  the  pa- 
tient. The  Obstetrical  Clinique  gives  to  the  advanced  students  the  oppor- 
tunity of  practice  in  that  important  branch.  Besides  the  Clinical  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  College,  the  Students  may  resort  to  the  New  York  Hospital, 
which  is  open  daily  for  that  purpose,  and  where  they  see  disease  in  its 
.graver  and  more  acute  forms,  both  Medical  and  Surgical.  Hospital  Fee  $S 
per  annum,  including  use  of  the  Library. 

The  New  York  Eye  Infirmary  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  practical 
schools  in  the  country,  where  students  may  study  every  variety  of  disease 
to  which  the  eye  is  liable,  and  profit  by  the  experience  of  able  and  willing 
teachers.  Tl)is  Infirmary  is  open  three  days  in  the  week,  without  fee. 
The  Medical  Board  of  Belhvue  Hospital  have  made  arrangements,  by 
which  that  Institution  is  accessible  to  students,  and  Clinical  instruction  is 
given  regularly  to  all  who  wish  to  attend — without  fee.

FORTY-FOURTH   SESSION 1851-52. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  in  issuing  their  Annual  Catalogue,  take  plea- 
sure in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates,  of  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  Institution.  In  addition  to  the  Matriculated  Class,  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  attendance  upon  one  or  more  of 
the  courses,  who  being  graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other  causes,  are 
not  required  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not  appear  on 
the  Album  or  the  Catalogue.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty  can  make 
to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown  their  ap- 
proval of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  it 
those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an  earnest 
perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  for  a  thorough  and 
sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowledge 
of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  profession.  The  great  object  of  the 
Faculty  is  to  make  the  several  courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative  and 
practical  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  College ;  hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been  increas- 
ed— and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique 
has  assumed  a  degree  of  importance  that  could  hardly  have  been  antici- 
pated at  its  origin. 

The  Faculty  respectfully  solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of 
the  College,  donations  of  Anatomical,  Pathological,  and  Natural  History 
specimens,  &c.  It  is  well  known  that  every  practitioner  meets  with  speci- 
mens of  great  value  to  the  Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  com- 
paratively useless  when  isolated.  The  Trustees  have  appointed  Dr.  Isaacs 
Curator  of  the  College  Museum,  and  all  donations  sent  to  him  will  be 
properly  put  up  and  placed  in  the  Museum,  with  the  name  of  the  donor. 

The  course  on  Physiology  and  Pathology  has  been  a  very  important  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  course  of  instruction,  and  is  the  only  course  of  the 
kind  given  in  this  country.  The  Lectures  on  Physiology  embrace  the  mi- 
nute anatomy  of  the  Tissues,  and  are  amply  illustrated  by  magnified  draw- 
ings, and  by  frequent  demonstrations  under  the  microscope.  The  course 
on  Pathology  is  equally  full,  and  is  constantly  enriched  by  the  exhibition 
and  demonstration  of  recent  specimens  illustrating  the  various  changes  pro- 
duced in  tissues  and  organs  by  disease. 

It  is  now  beyond  controversy,  that  New  York  is  without  a  rival  in  the 
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abundance  of  means  for  Practical  and  Clinical  Instruction,  and  that  those 
means  are  being  rapidly  developed.  In  the  College  Clinic[ue  a  great  num- 
ber and  variety  of  cases  are  presented  to  the  class,  and  frequently  the  stu- 
dents are  called  upon  to  make  the  diagnosis,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  pa- 
tient. The  Obstetrical  Clinique  gives  to  the  advanced  students  the  oppor- 
tunity of  practice  in  that  important  branch.

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $105;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session. 

Graduation  Fee,  $25. 

Board,  average  $3  per  week. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures  in  this  College, 
or  one  full  course  in  some  other  regularly  established  Medical  School,  and 
one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  admitted  to  subsequent  courses  free  of 
expense,  except  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  without  fee ;  Graduates  of  other 
Schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Tlieological  Students, 
are  admitted  on  general  ticket  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

|)ractical  ^natomg. — The  Trustees  of  the  College  have  added  an- 
other story  to  the  rear  of  the  College  building,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  large  and  commodious  apartment  for  Practical  Anatomy.  -  It 
is  admirably  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  abundantly  supplied  with .  gas  a,nd 
Croton  water ;  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  it  is  at  least  equal,  in  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  its  arrangements,  to  any  Dissecting  Room  in 
this  country.  It  will  be  opened  early  in  October,  and  continue  open 
until  the  following  April. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually.  That  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March ;  aaid  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

The  Faculty  of  tbe  College  in  issuing  their  Annual  Catalogue,  take  plea- 
sure in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates,  of  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  Institution.  In  addition  to  the  Matriculated  Class,  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  have  been  in  attendance  upon  one  or  more  of 
the  courses,  who  being  graduates  of  the  College,  or  from  other  causes,  aro 
not  required  to  matriculate,  and  whose  names,  therefore,  do  not  appear  on 
the  Album  or  the  Catalogue.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty  can  make 
to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown  their  ap- 
proval of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by  sending  to  it 
those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is  by  an  earnest 
perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  for  a  thorough  and 
sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  practical  knowledge 
of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  profession.  The  great  object  of  the 
Faculty  is  to  niake  the  several  courses  of  instruction  as  demonstrative  and 
practical  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are  warmly  sustained  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  College ;  hence  the  means  of  illustration  have  been  increas- 
ed— and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique 
has  assumed  a  degree  of  importance  that  could  hardly  have  been  antici- 
pated at  its  origin. 

The  Faculty  respectfully  solicit  from  the  Graduates  and  other  friends  of 
the  College,  donations  of  Anatomical;  Pathological,  and  Natural  History 
specimens,  &c.  It  is  well  known  that  every  practitioner  meets  with  speci- 
mens of  great  value  to  the  Museum  of  a  Medical  College,  which  are  com- 
paratively useless  when  isolated.  The  Trustees  have  appointed  Dr.  Isaacs 
Curator  of  the  College  Museum,  and  all  donations  sent  to  him  will  be 
properly  put  up  and  placed  in  the  Museum,  with  the  name  of  the  donor. 

The  course  on  Physiology  and  Pathology  has  been  a  very  important  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  course  of  instruction,  and  is  the  only  course  of  the 
kind  given  in  this  country.  The  Lectures  on  Physiology  embrace  the  mi- 
nute ana'omy  of  the  Tissues,  and  are  amply  illustrated  by  magnified  draw- 
ings, and  by  frequent  demonstrations  under  the  microscope.  The  course 
on  Pathology  is  equally  full,  and  is  constantly  enriched  by  the  exhibition 
and  demonstration  of  recent  specimens  illustrating  the  various  changes  pro- 
duced in  tissues  and  organ?  by  disease. 

It  is  now  beyond  controversy,  that  New  York  is  without  a  rival  in  the 
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abundance  of  means  for  Practical  and  Clinical  Instruction,  and  tbat  those 
means  are  being  rapidly  developed.  In  the  College  Clinique  a  great  num- 
ber and  variety  of  cases  are  presented  to  the  class,  and  frequently  the  stu- 
dents are  called  upon  to  make  the  diagnosis,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  pa- 
tient. The  Obstetrical  Clinique  gives  to  the  advanced  students  the  oppor- 
tunity of  practice  in  tbat  important  branch.

PHTSICIAIS  -AID  SUEGEONS 
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The  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  in  presenting 
to  the  Alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  College  the  Circular  for  the  Session 
of  1853-4,  being  the  forty-sixth  session,  beg  leave  to  call  their  attention 
very  particularly  to  certain  changes  which  have  been  made  in  the  course  of 
of  instruction  in  the  Institution,  to  the  reasons  for  adopting  these  changes, 
and  to  the  advantages  which,  as  the  Trustees  believe,  have  resulted  from 
them.  It  is  well  known  to  the  Profession  that  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  the  City  of  New  York  was  among  the  first  to  respond  to 
the  wishes  of  the  American  Medical  Association  for  a  prolonged  term  of 
medical  instruction,  that  the  winter  session  was  extended  from  four  to  five 
months — of  the  advantage  of  this  extended  term  for  medical  instruction 
the  Trustees  have  never  entertained  a  doubt — they  have  seen  no  cause  to 
regret  this  change  of  policy,  and  they  will  assuredly  adhere  to  it.  Nor  is 
this  all — the  Trustees  are  entirely  convinced  that  more  time  can  and  more 
time  ought  to  be  devoted  to  medical  education — the  period  of  five  months 
instead  of  being  too  long  is,  in  their  judgment,  too  short,  and  they  have  de- 
termined to  adopt  a  plan  which,  without  increasing  the  amount  of  compul- 
satory  attendance,  shall  practically  extend  yet  further  this  period.  They 
propose  a  course  of  instruction  which  shall  occupy  the  whole  year,  excepting 
only  two  of  the  summer  months,  during  which  the  heat  renders  a  residence 
in  a  large  city  so  very  unpleasant.  The  faculty,  during  the  present  sum- 
mer, organized  a  Summer  Course,  to  begin  immediately  after  the  close  of 
the  winter  term  and  continue  to  the  first  of  July,  to  recommence  on  the 
first  of  September  and  continue  till  the  opening  of  the  winter  session. 

This  summer  course  was  made  up  of  regular  Clinical  instruction,  on  three 
days  of  the  week,  by  Professors  Watts,  Parker,  and  Oilman,  and  by  Lec- 
tures on  Special  Subjects  by  Drs.  Ellet,  Earle,  Dalton,  Kelly,  Eochester, 
Lidell,  Cock,  Allin,  and  Elliot, 


Doctors  Cock,  Earle,  Daltoii,  Kelly,  Lidellj  and  Eochester  have  already 
lelivered  their  respective  c  sen,  xvbich  have,  as  the  Trustees  believe,  been 
exceedingly  acceptable  to  tue  Class  in  attendance.* 

Doctors  EUet,  Elliot,  and  Allin  -will  Lecture  during  the  months  of  Sep- 
tember and  October.  This  Course  was  free  to  the  Matriculated  Students 
of  the  College.  The  Trustees  have  every  confidence  that  this  gratuitous 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  Professors  and  their  friends  vras  highly  appreciated 
by  the  Students,  and  they  hope  that  it  will  be  received  by  all  the  friends 
of  the  Institution  as  another  evidence  that  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  is  ever  prcr^ii^'-.  '-'^  take  any  practicable  step  to  the  course  of  sound 
and  thorough  medic  ..i  i^acation.  The  Session  for  1853-4  will  commence 
on  Monday,  October  14th,  and  continue  till  commencement  day,  March 
1 3th,  a  period  of  fire  rf>onths.  The  Trustees  assure  the  friends  of  the  In- 
stitution that  nothing  ^hall  be  neglected  either  on  their  part  or  the  part  of 
file  faculty  to  make  the  'Hourse  of  Instruction  perfect  and  complete  in  all 
its  parts.  By  its  situation  in  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  country — 
by  its  connection  with  both  the  large  Hospitals  of  the  city,  in  each  of  which 
its  Professors  have  abundant  opportunities  of  giving  Clinical  instruction, 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  has  peculiar  facilities  for  affording 
■1  thorough  medical  instruction.  The  Trustees  believe  that  the  faculty  will 
?Yer  be  found  zealous  to  improve  to  the  utmost  these  great  advantages. 

As  heretofore  the  great  means  of  instruction  will  be  demonstration,  every 
thing  is,  as  far  as  possible,  subjected  to  the  student's  own  eye.  Not  onl}- 
are  Special  and  Surgical  Anatomy  taught  in  this  way,  but  the  minutest 
structures  in  Normal  and  Pathological  Anatomy  by  the  frequent  resort  to 
microscopic  demonstrations,  are  made  entirely  familiar  to  every  attentive 
student.  So  of  disease,  the  College  Clinique  enables  the  Professor  to  put 
before  the  eyes  of  his  pupils  disease  in  all  of  its  ordinary  forms,  and  while 
they  see  the  thing  itself,  he  describes  to  them  its  nature,  illustrates  its  pecu- 
liarities and  traces  its  progress.  And  in  the  Obstetrical  Clinique,  each 
student  sufficiently  advanced,  has  eases  assigned  to  his  exclusive  care,  eases 
ihsii  he  can  watch  for  himself  and  study  at  his  leisure.  The  superiority  of 
this  mode  of  teaching,  to  that  where  all  is  made  to  depend  on  verbal  memory, 
is  obvious,  and  the  Trustees  confidently  hope  that  every  year  larger  and 
still  larger  numbers  of  the  medical  students  of  our  country  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  great  opportunities  of  professional  improvement  thus  offered^ 

Slcpartmcnt  of  Materia  illebka. — Additions  are  constantly  made 
on  the  most  liberal  scale  to  the  Cabinet  of  Materia  Medica;  so  that  within

a  few  years  the  number  of  specimens  has  been  more  than  doubled.  These 
are  carefully  arranged  and  the  students  having  frequent  access  to  them, 
are  enabled  to  examine  at  their  leisure  various  specimens  of  the  dif- 
ferent articles  of  the  Materia  Medica.  Especial  pains  have  been  taken  to 
collect  and  preserve  specimens  of  all  the  adulterated  and  impure  articles 
introduced  into  the  New  York  drug  market,  that  the  student  may  learn 
to  detect  readily  any  fraud  that  may  be  attempted  at  his  expense,  and 
to  select  for  his  own  use  the  best  quality  of  each  article.  To  coun- 
try practitioners,  and  all  those  who  intend  to  dispense  their  own  medi- 
cines, such  knowledge  is  obviously  of  the  greatest  value.  For  numerous 
and  highly  valuable  additions  to  this  part  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Trustees  are 
indebted  to  Dr.  M.  J.  Bailey,  special  examiner  at  the  port  of  New- York, 
under  the  law  regulating  the  importation  of  drugs  and  medicines.  The 
Cabinet  has  within  the  last  year  been  enriched  by  a  large  number  of  very 
carefully  selected  specimens,  for  which  the  Trustees  are  indebted  to  Messrs. 
Schefflin,  of  Now  York. 

liogcrs*  (Unbiuet. — Dr.  J.  Smyth  Rogers,  for  many  years  Professor  of 
Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  in  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy, 
before  his  lamented  death,  deposited  in  the  College  the  whole  of  his  very 
large  and  valuable  Cabinet.  Dr.  Rogers  enjoyed  for  many  years  peculiar 
facilities  for  making  this  collection,  and  spared  neither  time  nor  expense 
upon  it.  It  contains  every  variety  of  genuine,  spurious  and  adulterated 
drugs,  and  can  not  fail  to  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  students  in  this 
branch  of  Medical  Science. 

djemistrtl  anh  Botann. — The  Laboratory  is  large  and  well  ar- 
ranged, and  every  facility  afforded  to  students  who  desire  to  devote  special 
attention  to  Chemical  science.  A  regular  course  on  Botany  is  given,  and 
great  pains  taken  to  give  every  student  an  opportunity  to  improve  himself 
in  this  very  interesting  study. 

Wepaxtmrat  of  pljVjsioiogi}  anh  \latl)o[og,r). — Every  effort  will  be 
made  to  afford  the  student  abundant  opportunities  of  becoming  familiar  with 
these  sciences  in  their  present  advanced  state.  Physiology  will  be  taught 
as  a  Science  of  Observation.  Its  basis  will  be  kid  in  full  description,  and 
frequent  demonstration  of  the  minute  structure  of  the  organs  of  the  body. 
The  Professor  has  gone  to  great  expense  in  procuring  the  means  for  the  full 
illustration  of  bis  course.  He  has  a  large  number  of  Microscopes,  in  work- 
ing order,  and  the  students  will  have  frequent  opportunities  of  studying  for 
themselves  the  various  aiiimal  tissues.  In  Pathology,  to  which  Physiology 
and  minute  Anatomy  mil  be  made  introductory  and  subsidiary,  the  sama 
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course  will  be  pursued.  Diseased  tissue  will  frequently  be  exhibited  to  tbe  stu- 
dents,  that  they  may,  by  their  own  examination,  become  familiar,  not  only  with 
its  more  obvious  sensible  properties,  but  also  with  its  minute  and  intimate 
structure.  The  doctrines  of  Life  and  Disease  will  be  those  which  now 
prevail  in  the  most  distinguished  Schools.  Both  branches  of  the  course 
will  be  further  illustrated  by  numerous  magnified  drawings  and  tables,  and 
the  interest  of  the  lectures  on  Pathology  will  be  increased,  by  the  frequent 
exhibition  of  recent  specimens  of  disease  of  every  variety,  the  facilities  for 
obtaining  which  are  very  great,  through  the  courtesy  of  medical  friends, 
and  from  the  professional  relatit/ns  of  t'he  Professor. 

^Iiatoiltical  iHuseniTi. — The  Museum  contains  a  great  variety  of 
preparations,  morbid  and  natural,  wet  and  dry,  besides  preparations  of 
Comparative  Anatomy,  and  is  abundantly  ample  for  the  full  illustration  of 
the  several  courses  on  Anatomy,  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics,  all  of  which 
are  also  elucidated  by  numerous  plates  and  casts.  The  Museum  contains 
the  "Eodgers  Museum,"  presented  by  the  late  J.  Kearny  Eodgers,  M.D., 
the  valuable  private  collection  of  Dr.  Delafield,  late  Professor  of  Obstet- 
rics in  the  College,  the  extensive  collections  belonging  to  the  Professors  of 
Anatomy  and  Surgery,  and  numerous  preparations,  the  property  of  the 
College. 

Surgical  anb  Mchkal  Cliuiqiie. — This  Cllnique  continues  in  suc- 
cessful operation.  Patients  are  examined  and  prescribed  for  in  presence  of 
the  Class,  and  subsequently  (unless  the  patient  is  already  under  the  care  of 
some  medical  practitioner)  assigned  to  one  of  the  Clinical  Class,  by  whom 
they  are  attended  at  their  own  houses  during  the  interval,  and  presented  at 
the  College  on  the  next  regular  Clinique  day,  when  the  result  of  the  treat- 
ment is  seen,  and  such  further  directions  given  as  are  necessary. 

In  this  way  the  students  in  attendance  on  the  Clinique,  are,  in  the  pro- 
gress of  their  studies,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their  future  pro- 
fession— -many  of  them  having  several  cases,  medical,  surgical  and  obstetri- 
cal, under  their  care  at  the  same  time.  The  interest  of  the  Surgical 
Clinique  is  much  increased  by  the  occasional  attendance  of  Dr.  Ste- 
vens, who,  at  such  times,  gives  the  Class  the  opportunity  of  benefit- 
ting by  his  large  experience,  and  unrivaled  power  of  Clinical  teaching. 
More  than  a  thousand  patients  are  annually  exhibited  to  the  Class,  and 
many  operations  are  also  performed  before  the  Class  in  the  course  of  the 
season. 

Ipractical  ©bstelrics. — Each  advanced  student  in  this  College  hag  one 
or  more  cases  assigned  to  his  exclusive  care,  and  may  thus  become  practi- 
cally familiar  with  this  important  branch  in  all  its  details.     Should  any  ab- 


normal  or  difficult  case  occur,  the  student  has  the  privilege  of  eending  for 
the  Professor  of  Obstetrics,  who  then  takes  charge  of  the  patient,  and  em- 
braces the  opportunity  of  giving  Clinical  demonstration  of  the  most  approved 
method  of  treatment. 

NeU)  Ipork  i^OSpital. — In  this  institution,  Medical  and  Surgical  cases 
are  alike  received.  During  the  year  1851  over  four  thousand  patients 
were  admitted.  On  the  Medical  side  of  the  house.  Professor  Smith  gives 
instruction  in  Clinical  Medicine  every  year.  Here  the  students  see  dis- 
eases of  a  severer  character  than  are  commonly  presented  at  the  College 
Cliniques ;  and  Professor  Smith  has  opportunity,  from  the  number  and  va- 
riety of  cases  presented,  to  make  such  selections  as  illustrate,  in  succession, 
almost  every  disease  comprehended  in  his  course  at  the  College.  The 
principles  laid  down  in  the  Lecture  Room  are  here  seen  in  their  practical 
application  at  the  bed-side ;  and  as  the  student  follows  his  Professor  from 
one  scene  of  instruction  to  the  other,  he  is  constantly  making  valuable  ad- 
ditions to  his  stock  of  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge.

Selleune  hospital. — Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  Clinical 
instruction  is  given  regularly  in  this  large  and  important  Hospital.  Here 
the  students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  see  in  very  large  numbers  some 
of  the  diseases  not  frequently  admitted  into  the  New  York  Hospital,  espe- 
cially Phthisis.  Clinical  Lectures  are  given,  both  on  the  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical sides  of  the  house,  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  attendance.

^cm  Dork  (f«e  Jufomarjl. — Liberal  donations  have  enabled  the 
Trustees  of  this  Institution  to  purchase  a  commodious  building  in  Mercer 
street,  which  has  been  arranged  with  a  special  view  to  making  it  one  of  the 
most  efficient  practical  Schools  in  the  country.  Between  one  and  two  thou- 
sand patients  are  treated  annually  by  the  Surgeons,  Drs.  Delafield,  Wilkes, 
Dubois,  Back  and  Halsted.  Students  are  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the 
Institution  without  charge. 

NetQ  13ork  tSispenscriea. — Five  of  these  valuable  charities  exist 
in  New- York,  and  from  each  cases  are  from  time  to  time  transferred  to  the 
College  Clinique,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  attending  Physicians. 


The  regular  Course  of  Lectures  for  the  Session  of  1853-54,  com- 
mences on  Monday,  14th  October,  1853,  and  will  be  continued  until 
Thursday,  12th  March,  1854.     (Commencement  day.) 

In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  and  not  interfering  with  it,  a  Course  of 
Lectures  commences  on  Monday,  SOfch  September,  and  will  be  continued 
until  14th  October.     This  course  will  be  free. 

FEES : — Matricvlation  Fee,  $5.  ' 

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  by  all  the  Professors,  $105;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session. 

Graduation  Fee,  $25. 

Board,  average  $3  per  week. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures  in  this  College, 
or  one  full  course  in  some  other  regularly  established  Medical  School,  and 
one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  admitted  to  subsequent  courses  free  of 
expense,  except  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  without  fee ;  Graduates  of  other 
Schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Students 
are  admitted  on  general  ticket  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

Ipractical  ^Ualomg. — The  Trustees  of  the  College  have  added  an- 
other story  to  the  rear  of  the  College  building,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  large  and  commodious  apartment  for  Practical  Anatomy.  It 
is  admirably  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  abundantly  supplied  with  gas  and 
Croton  water ;  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  it  is  at  least  equal,  in  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  its  arrangements,  to  any  Dissecting  Room  in 
this  country.  It  will  be  opened  early  in  October,  and  continue  open 
until  the  following  April. 

The  improvements  in  this  department,  have,  the  Trustees  are  happy  to 
know,  been  fully  appreciated  by  the  students,  a  larger  proportion  of  whom 
have  dissected  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before.  This  success  the 
Trustees  attribute  in  a  very  great  measure  to  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  the 
demonstrator.  Dr.  Isaacs,  who  gives  to  the  students  nearly  all  his  time  du- 
ring the  winter. 

Attendance  in  the  Dissecting  Room  and  on  the  demonstrations  is  option- 
al with  the  students,  but  they  are  earnestly  advised  to  avail  themselves  of 
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the  opporfcunity.     Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  at  a  low  rate,  so  that 
every  student  can  go  through  with  a  thorough  course  of  dissection. 

Demonstrator's  Ticket,  $5,  which  admits  the  student  to  the  Dissecting 
Room. 

^rabttatiou — There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  the  Degrees ;  one, 
the  Annual  Commencement  in  March — the  other  at  the  opening  of  the  reg- 
ular course.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  Lectures,  the  last  in  this  College  ;  they  must 
also  have  studied  Medicine  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular 
physician,  including  the  attendance  upon  Lectures,  and  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some 
subject  connected  with  the  Science  of  Medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  time  of 
study  and  age  must  be  furnished.

Thp:  Faculty  of  the  College  in  is.suing  their  Animal  Catalogue,  take 
pleasure  in  informing  their  numerous  friends  and  graduates,  of  the  con- 
tinued prosperity  of  the  Institution.  The  best  return  that  the  Faculty 
can  make  to  those  gentlemen,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  who  have  shown 
their  approval  of  the  character  and  present  course  of  the  College,  by 
sending  to  it  those  in  whose  professional  education  they  are  interested,  is 
an  earnest  perseverance  in  increasing  the  material  and  facilities  for  a 
thorough  and  sound  acquisition,  not  only  of  theoretical,  but  also  of  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  a  most  responsible  and  honorable  profession.  The 
great  object  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  several  courses  of  instruction 
as  demonstrative  and  practical  as  possible,  and  in  this  object  they  are 
warmly  sustained  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  ;  hence  the  means  of 
illustration  have  been  increased — and  through  the  kind  co-operation  of 
medical  friends,  the  College  Clinique  has  assumed  a  degree  of  importance 
that  could  hardly  have  been  anticipated  at  its  origin. 

SPRING  AND  SUMMER  COURSE. 

This  course  which  was  so  highly  appreciated  last  season  will  be  repeated 
this  year  according  to  the  following  programme.  There  will  be  three 
(;liniques  every  week  : 

The  Surgical  Clinique,  by  Dr.  Parker. 
The  Medical,         "         by  Drs.  Watts  and  Clark. 
The  Obstetrical,  "         by  Drs.  Gtilman  and  Elliot. 
From  these  Cliniques  those  patients  who  are  not  under  the  care  of  a 
Physician  will  be  assigned  to  members  of  the  class,  who  will  carry  out 
during  the  week  the  plan  of  treatment  suggested  by  the  Professor,  and 
present  the  patient  at  the  next  Clinique,  that  the  whole  class  may  watch 
the  case  and  observe  the  effect  of  the  remedies  employed. 

In  addition  to  the  Cliniques,  and  not  interfering  with  them,  there  will  be 

Lectures  on  Special  Subjects  by  Professors  Watts,  Parker  and 
Clark — Doctors  Lidell  and  Elliot.  Mr.  Outram,  Lecturer  on  Chem- 
istry in  the  New  York  Preparatory  School,  will  also  deliver  a  course  on 
Organic  Chemistry. 

TERMS. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  Faculty  to  make  this  spring  and  summer  course 
form  a  part  of  the  regular  instruction  of  the  Institution.  The  Matricu- 
lated Students  of  the  College  will  therefore  have  free  admission  to  the 
whole,  Lectures  as  well  as  Cliniques.

An  intermission  of  two  months  will  then  b( 
allowed,  and  the  course  will  be  resumed  in  September,  to  be  continue( 
till  the  opening  of  the  regular  lectures  in  October.  In  this  way  the  whoL 
year,  with  only  such  intermission  during  the  heat  of  summer,  as  is  neces 
sary  for  the  rest  and  recreation  of  the  Students,  will  be  devoted  to  medi 
cal  teaching  Thus  those  Students  who  can  spend  all  their  time  in  th' 
city  will  be  enabled  to  employ  every  moment  of  that  time  profitably 
those  who  can  remain  only  for  a  limited  portion  of  the  spring,  the  sum 
mer,  or  the  fall,  will  still  be  able  to  devote  that  portion,  be  it  large  o 
small,  to  professional  studies,  while  to  those  who  can  only  visit  New-Yorl 
in  the  winter,  the  regular  sub-graduate  course  will  present  the  same  ad 
vantages  which  have  in  times  past  secured  for  it  the  confidence  of  th 
profession.

The  Forty-Eightli  Session  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
will  commence  on  Monday,  October  16th,  1854,  and  continue  until  com- 
mencement day,  March  loth,  1855,  a  period  of  five  months. 

The  Trustees  confidently  believe,  that  the  character  of  the  Institution 
and  the  value  of  the  instruction  there  aflForded  to  Medical  Students,  are  too 
well  known  to  the  profession  and  the  public,  to  make  it  necessary  for  them 
to  say  more  than  that  no  effort  will  be  wanting  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees 
or  Faculty,  to  sustain  the  reputation  of  the  school.  The  highest  ambition 
of  those  who  now  control  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sui'geons,  is  to  en- 
able the  graduates  that  may  hereafter  worthily  receive  its  honors  to  take 
their  places  beside  those  Alumni  of  the  Institution,  who  are  now  in  every 
part  of  our  country  sustaining  the  honor  and  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
profession,  and  thus  reflecting  back  credit  on  their  Alma  Mater. 

By  its  situation  in  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  country — by  its 
connection  with  both  the  large  Hospitals  of  the  city,  in  each  of  which  its 
Professors  have  abundant  opportunities  of  giving  Clinical  instruction,  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  has  peculiar  facilities  for  affording  a 
thorough  medical  education.  The  Trustees  believe  that  the  Faculty  will 
ever  be  found  zealous  to  improve  to  the  utmost  these  advantages. 

As  heretofore,  the  great  means  of  instruction  will  be  demonstration.  Every 
thing  is,  as  far  as  possible,  subjected  to  the  student's  eye.  Not  only  are 
Special  and  Surgical  Anatomy  taught  in  this  way,  but  the  minutest  struc- 
tures in  Normal  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  by  the  frequent  resort  to  micro- 
scopic demonstrations,  are  made  entirely  familiar  to  every  attentive  student. 
So  of  disease,  the  College  Clinique  enables  the  Professor  to  put  before  the 
eyes  of  his  pupils  disease  in  all  of  its  ordinary  forms,  and  while  they  see  the 
thing  itself,  he  describes  to  them  its  nature,  illustrates  its  pecularities,  and 
traces  its  progTess, 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MATERIA  MEDIOA. 

This  department  will  be  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  Professor  Smith, 
who  has  for  several  Sessions  devoted  a  portion  of  his  time  to  it,  and  whose 
lectures' have  been  so  very  highly  valued  by  the  students.  He  will  have 
under  his  control  the  extensive  cabinet,  collected  and  presented  to  the  Col- 
lege by  Professor  Beck,  and  also  that  of  Professor  J.  Smith  Rogers,  which 
was  deposited  in  the  College  by  that  gentlemen,  before  his  regretted  death. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY  AND  PRACTICAL  MEDICINE. 

This  department,  intended  to  comprehend  the  whole  subject  of  disease, 
its  nature,  symptoms,  results  and  mode  of  treatment,  will  be  committed  to 
Professor  Clark.  He  will,  as  heretofore,  teach  the  Pathology  of  each 
disease,  accompanying  his  descriptions  by  the  display  of  morbid  specimens, 
and  by  microscopical  demonstrations.  To  this,  he  will  now,  for  the  first 
time,  add  a  consideration  of  the  treatment,  so  that  the  student  will,  at  the 
same  time,  learn  the  natural  history  of  the  disease  and  the  most  approved 
mode  of  conducting  it  to  a  favorable  issue. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSIOLOGY. 

This  course  will  be  delivered  by  Professor  Dalton,  who  will  teach  Physi- 
ology as  a  science  of  observation  and  experiment.  Every  effort  will  be  made 
to  demonstrate  each  function  as  it  is  described,  and  the  Doctrines  of  Life 
will  be  illustrated  by  reference  to  the  approved  results  of  the  study  of  Ani- 
mal Chemistry  and  Microscopic  Anatomy. 

SURGICAL  AND  MEDICAL  CLINIQUE. 

This  Clinique  continues  in  successful  operation.  Patients  are  examined 
and  prescribed  for  in  presence  of  the  Class,  and  subsequently  (unless  already 
under  the  care  of  some  medical  practitioner)  assigned  to  one  of  the  Clinical 
Class,  by  whom  they  are  attended  at  their  own  houses  during  the  interval, 
and  presented  at  the  College  on  the  next  regular  Clinique  day,  when  there- 
suit  of  the  treatment  is  seen,  and  such  further  directions  given  as  are  necessary. 

In  this  way,  the  students  in  attendance  on  the  Clinique,  are,  in  the  pro- 
gress of  their  studies,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their  future  pro- 
fession— many  of  them  having  several  cases,  medical,  surgical  and  obstetri- 
cal, under  their  care  at  the  same  time.  The  interest  of  the  Surgical  Clinique 
is  much  increased  by  the  occasional  attendance  of  Dr.  Stevens,  who,  at  such 
times,  gives  the  Class  the  opportunity  of  benefiting  by  his  large  experience, 
and  unrivaled  power  of  Clinical  teaching.     More  than  a  thousand  patients 


are  annually  exliibited  to  the  Class,  and  many  operations  are  also  performed 
])efore  them. 

PRACTICAL  OBSTETRICS. 

Each  advanced  student  in  this  College  has  one  or  more  cases  assigned 
to  his  exclusive  care,  and  may  thus  become  practically  familiar  with  this 
important  branch  in  all  its  details.  Should  any  abnormal  or  difficult  case 
occur,  the  student  has  the  privilege  of  sending  for  the  Professor  of  Obstet- 
rics, who  then  takes  charge  of  the  patient,  and  embraces  the  opportunity  of 
giving  Clinical  demonstration  of  the  most  approved  method  of  treatment. 

NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL. 

In  this  Institution,  Professor  Smith,  the  Senior  Physician,  will  deliver 
his  usual  course  on  Clinical  Medicine.  Here  the  students  will  see  diseases 
of  a  more  serious  character  than  those  usually  found  in  Medical  Cliniques ; 
and  Professor  Smith  will  have,  at  the  bed  side,  ample  opportunity  to  illus- 
trate the  principles  of  Therapeutics  advanced  by  him  in  the  Lecture  Room. 

BELLE VUE   HOSPITAL. 

Clinical  instruction  is  given  regularly  in  this  large  and  important  Hos- 
pital. Here  the  students  have  opportunity  to  see,  in  very  large  numbers, 
some  of  the  diseases  not  admitted  into  the  New  York  Hospital,  especially 
Phthisis.  Clinical  Lectures  are  given,  both  on  the  Medical  and  the  Surgical 
sides  of  the  house,  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  attendance.

GRADUATION. 

There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  Degrees  ;  one,  the  Annual  Com- 
7nenceinent  in  March — the  other  at  the  opening  of  the  regular  ones.  Can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attended  two  full 
courses  of  Lectures — the  latter  in  this  College.

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The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
in  issuing  their  Fiftieth  Annual  Announcement,  take  occasion  to  present  to 
the  medical  profession  throughout  the  country,  their  very  cordial  thanks 
for  the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended  to  the  institution.  Sup- 
ported by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  Profession,  they  feel  a  re- 
newed assurance  that  the  College  will  meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends, 
and  maintain  the  reputation  by  which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  legislature,  in  passing  the  Ana- 
tomical Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best  results.  The 
supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant  than  ever,  and  is 
obtained  without  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  fonner  years.  The  student 
can  now  occupy  himself  in  the  important  study  of  practical  anatomy,  free 
from  restrictions,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  he  is  engaged  in  a  fully 
legalized  pursuit. 

During  the  past  session  the  College  has  entered  upon  a  new  era  of  its 
existence.  The  rapid  extension  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  its  progress 
in  improvement,  together  with  the  demand  for  increased  accommodations 
on  the  part  of  the  College,  having  made  it  desirable  to  change  its  loca- 
tion, it  has  been  removed  from  the  j^lace  so  long  occupied  in  Crosby  street, 
to  the  new  edifice  at  the  corner  of  Twenty-third  street  and  Fourth  Avenue. 
Situated  at  the  intersection  of  two  of  the  largest  and  finest  streets  of  the 
city,  the  new  College  Building  has  an  agreeable  and  commanding  location, 
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and  is,  at  the  same  time,  remarkably  easy  of  access.  It  is  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital  and  of  the  Demilt  Dispensary.  It  has  a  front, 
with  its  inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on  Twenty-third  street,  and  one  hun- 
dred feet  on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  contains  Lecture-rooms  of  the  largest 
size  and  most  approved  construction,  an  abundantly  furnished  museum,  a 
spacious  and  well-lighted  dissecting  room,  together  with  private  rooms,  and 
two  hospital  rooms,  for  the  reception  of  patients  who  may  be  the  subjects 
of  serious  operations  at  the  Surgical  Cliniques.  It  is  provided  also,  with 
all  the  improvements  of  the  day  calculated  to  secure  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  its  occupants. 

DEIPAHTMENT  OF  MATEIRIA  MEDICA. 

This  department  will  be  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  Prof.  Smith,  who 
has  for  several  sessions  devoted  a  portion  of  his  time  to  it,  and  whose  lec- 
tures have  been  so  very  highly  valued  by  the  student.  He  will  have  under 
his  control  the  extensive  cabinet  collected  and  presented  to  the  College  by 
Prof.  Beck ;  and  also  that  of  Prof.  J.  Smith  Rogers,  which  was  deposited 
in  the  College  by  that  gentleman,  before  his  regretted  death.  The  College 
have  also  recently  received  a  valuable  collection  of  specimens  from  Messrs. 
Schieffelin,  Haines  &  Co.  of  New  York. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  PATHOLOGY  AND  PRACTICAL  lyiEpiOINE, 

This  department,  intended  to  comprehend  the  whole  subject  of  disease, 
its  nature,  symptoms,  results,  and  mode  of  treatment,  will  be  committed  to 
Prof.  Clark.  He  will,  as  heretofore^  teach  the  pathology  of  each  disease, 
accompanying  his  descriptions  by  the  display  of  morbid  specimens  and  by 
microscopical  demonstrations.  To  this,  he  will  now  add  a  consideration  of 
the  treatment ;  so  that  the  student  will  at  the  same  time  learn,  the  natural 
history  of  the  disease,  and  the  most  approved  mode  of  conducting  it  to  a 
favorable  issue. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  PHYSIOLOGY. 

Prof.  Dalton  will  teach  Physiology  as  a  science  of  observation  and 
experiment.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  demonstrate  each  function  as  it 
is  described ;  and  the  doctrines  of  life  will  be  illustrated  by  reference  to 
the  approved  results  of  the  study  of  animal  chemistry  and  microscopic 
anatomy. 

DEPART?MENT  OP  CHEMISTRY. 

The  Chair  of  Chemistry  having  become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Pro- 
fessor Torrey,  the  Trustees  are  happy  to  be  able  to  announce,  that  they  have 
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securedf  the  valuable  services  of  Samuel  St.  John,  M.  D.,  of  the  Cleveland 
Medical  College,  Ohio,  who  has  been  appointed  to  the  vacant  chair.  This 
gentleman  has  for  many  years  been  engaged  in  teaching  chemistry  to  medi- 
cal students^  and  his  success  and  reputation  are  too  well  known  to  require 
comment.  Professor  St.  John  is  now  in  Europe,  and  will  return  in  season 
to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  department,  bringing  with  him  such  ad- 
ditional apparatus  and  materiel  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  full  illus- 
tration of  his  course. 

SURGICAL  AND  MEDICAL  CLINIQUES. 

One  of  the  chief  advantages  which  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  anticipate 
from  the  improved  arrangements  in  their  new  building,  is  that  a  larger  scope 
and  a  higher  character  may  be  given  to  the  clinical  instruction  in  the  Col- 
lege. While  there  were  in  the  building  no  means  of  accommodating 
patients — no  hospital  accommodations — most  of  the  more  severe  operations 
were  necessarily  shut  out.  This  will  no  longer  be  the  case ;  two  wards — 
one  for  males  and  one  for  females — will  be  fitted  up,  into  which  patients 
requiring  serious  operations  will  from  time  to  time  be  admitted.  The  oper- 
ations performed  in  presence  of  the  class,  the  patient  will  remain  for  sub- 
sequent treatment  in  the  College  Building.  The  Trustees  cannot  doubt  that 
this  new  feature  in  the  clinical  teaching  will  be  highly  appreciated  by  medi- 
cal students.  In  other  respects,  the  clinique  will  be  conducted  in  the-  same 
way  as  heretofore. 

Patients  are  examined  and  prescribed  for  in  the  presence  of  the  class, 
and  subsequently  (unless  already  under  the  care  of  some  medical  practi- 
tioner) assigned  to  one  of  the  students ;  by  whom  they  are  attended  at 
their  own  houses  during  the  interval,  and  presented  at  the  College  on  the 
next  regular  clinique  day ;  when  the  result  of  the  treatment  is  seen,  and 
such  further  directions  given  as  are  necessary. 

In  this  way,  the  students  in  attendance  on  the  clinique  are,  in  the  pro- 
gress of  their  studies,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their  future  pro- 
fession ;  many  of  them  having  several  cases,  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetri- 
cal, under  their  care  at  the  same  time. 

PRACTICAL  OBSTETRICS. 

Each  advanced  student  in  this  College,  has  one  or  more  cases  assigned 
to  his  exclusive  care,  and  may  thus  become  practically  familiar  with  this 
important  branch  in  all  its  details.  Should  any  abnormal  or  diflBcult  case 
occur,  the  student  has  the  privilege  of  sending  for  the  Professor  of  Obstet- 
rics ;  who  then  takes  charge  of  the  patient,  and  embraces  the  opportunity 
of  giving  clinical  demonstration  of  the  most  approved  method  of  treatment. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The  public  and  charitable  medical  institutions  of  New  York  are  unri- 
valed, as  is  well  known,  for  their  number  and  extent,  and  offer  the  greatest 
advantages,  not  only  to  the  student,  but  also  to  the  practitioner  who  may 
be  desirous  of  studying  on  a  large  scale  any  special  form  of  disease. 

The  following  are  the  most  important  of  these  institutions  : — 

New  York  Hospital.  Open  to  medical  men  and  students  daily,  with- 
out fee.  Professor  Smith  is  one  of  the  attending  physicians  ;  and  Profes- 
sor Parker  is  one  of  the  attending  surgeons.  Both  will  give  clinical  in- 
struction during  their  term  of  attendance.  The  number  of  patients  treated 
annually  is  about  three  thousand. 

Bellevue  Hospital.  This  Hospital  is  also  open  to  medical  men  and 
students,  without  fee.  As  in  the  New  York  Hospital,  clinical  instruction  is 
given  daily  by  the  medical  staff.  Professor  Parker  is  one  of  the  consulting- 
surgeons,  and  Professor  Clark  one  of  the  attending  physicians.  The  an- 
nual number  of  patients  is  about  six  thousand. 

The  New  York  Eye  Infirmary  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  the  country ;  and  there  students  have  the  opportunity  of  see- 
ing every  variety  of  diseases  and  operations  affecting  the  eye,  free  of  charge. 

Besides  the  three  specified  above,  there  are  numerous  other  institutions 
which  offer  advantages  to  the  industrious  student,  and  all  of  them  free  of 
charge. 


Encouraged  by  past  success,  the  Faculty  will  continue  their  efforts  to 
make  the  system  of  medical  instruction  in  the  College  as  full  and  complete 
as  possible,  by  availing  themselves  of  the  unparalleled  advantages  which 
New  York  possesses  for  medical  teaching,  in  the  facilities  which  it  affords 
the  student  of  seeing  diseases,  for  himself,  in  all  their  forms  and  varie- 
ties. Their  great  desire  and  design  is,  to  show  disease.  In  pursuance 
of  this  plan,  the  College  Cliniques  will  be  continued  throughout  the 
year ;  and  during  the  spring,  summer,  and  fall,  courses  of  lectures  on  prac- 
tical subjects  will  be  delivered  by  members  of  the  Faculty,  assisted  by  various 
medical  gentlemen  of  the  city,  who  have  paid  special  attention  to  the  sub- 
jects on  which  they  lecture. 

During  the  past  spring,  lectures  were  delivered  on  special  subjects,  by 
the  following  gentlemen  : — 
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On  Hygiene,  by  Pro£  Joseph  M.  Smith. 

On  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  by  Dr.  C.  R.  Agnew,  Surgeon  to  the  New 
York  Eye  Infirmary. 

On  Venereal  Diseases,  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Bumstead,  Surgeon  to  the  North- 
western Dispensary. 

On  Diseases  of  Women,  by  Dr.  F.  S.  Edwards,  Clinical  Assistant  to  the 
Professors  of  Surgery  and  Practical  Medicine. 

On  Uterine  Haemorrhage,  by  Dr.  George  T.  Elliot,  Physician  to  Belle- 
vue  Hospital. 

On  the  History  and  Pathology  oftheLiver,  by  Dr.  Chas.  F.  Heywood. 

The  Fall  Course  for  1856  will  commence  on  22d  September,  and  con- 
tinue until  2Qth.  October.  This  Course  will  embrace  the  cliniques ;  and 
lectures  by  some  of  the  Faculty,  and  lecturers  in  the  Spring  Coui-se. 

The  Spring,  Summer,  and  Fall  Courses,  are  all  free  to  the  matriculated 
students  of  the  College. 

REGULAR  COURSE. 

The  regular  Course  of  Lectures  for  the  session  of  1856-57,  will  com- 
mence on  20tli  October,  1856,  and  continue  until  12th  March,  1857  (Com- 
mencement Day). 

GRADUATION. 

There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees  :  one,  the  Annual  Com- 
mencement, in  March ;  the  other,  at  the  opening  of  the  regular  Course. 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two 
full  courses  of  lectures, — the  latter  in  this  College.  They  must  also  have 
studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician, 
including  the  attendance  upon  lectures  ;  and  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  thesis,  on  some 
subject  connected  with  the  science  of  medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  the  time  of  study 
and  age  must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually.  That  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March  ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 

FEES. 

Matriculation  Fee,  $5. 

Fees  for  the  Full  Course  of  Lectures,  hy  all  the  Professors,  |105  ;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session. 
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Graduation  Fee,  $25. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  who 
having  attended  one  full  course  in  some  regularly  established  medical 
school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  ad- 
mitted to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee  only. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates  of 
other  schools  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Stu- 
dents, are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

The  Anatomical  Bill,  passed  by  the  legislature  of  ISTew  York,  has  in  a 
great  degree  removed  the  obstacles  that  have  hitherto  impeded  the  study  of 
anatomy.  The  Dissecting  Room  is  one  of  the  most  spacious  in  the  country, 
well  ventilated,  well  lighted,  and  abundantly  supplied  with  water,  having 
every  arrangement  for  convenience  and  comfort.  Dr.  Lidell  will,  as  here- 
tofore, have  charge  of  this  department,  and  will  have  the  valuable  aid  of 
Dr.  Henry  B.  Sands,  late  House  Surgeon  at  Bellevue  Hospital.  Dr.  Sands 
has  been  appointed  Assistant  Demonstrator,  and  will  return  from  Europe 
in  time  to  assume  the  duties  of  his  appointment.

The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
in  issuing  their  Fiftieth  Annual  Catalogue,  take  occasion  to  present  to  the 
medical  profession  throughout  the  country,  their  very  cordial  thanks  for 
the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended  to  the  institution.  Supported 
by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  Profession,  they  feel  a  renewed 
assurance  that  the  College  will  meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends,  and 
maintain  the  reputation  by  which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  legislature,  in  passing  the  Ana- 
tomical Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best  results.  The 
supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant  than  ever,  and  is 
obtained  without  the  diflBculties  and  dangers  of  former  years.  The  student 
can  now  occupy  himself  in  the  important  study  of  practical  anatomy,  free 
from  restrictions,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  he  is  engaged  in  a  fully 
legalized  pursuit. 

During  the  last  session  the  College  entered  upon  a  new  era  of  its 
existence.  The  rapid  extension  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  its  progress 
in  improvement,  together  with  the  demand  for  increased  accommodations 
on  the  part  of  the  College,  having  made  it  desirable  to  change  its  loca- 
tion, it  has  been  removed  from  the  place  so  long  occupied  in  Crosby  street, 
to  the  new  edifice  at  the  corner  of  Twenty-third  street  and  Fourth  Avenue. 
Situated  at  the  intersection  of  two  of  the  largest  and  finest  streets  of  the 
city,  the  new  College  Building  has  an  agreeable  and  commanding  location, 
and  is,  at  the  same  time,  remarkably  easy  of  access.  It  is  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital  and  of  the  Demilt  Dispensary.  It  has  a  front, 
with  its  inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on  Twenty-third  street,  and  one  hun- 
dred feet  on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  contains  lecture-rooms  of  the  largest  size 
and  most  approved  construction,  an  abundantly  furnished  museum,  a  spaci- 
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oiis  and  well-lighted  dissecting  room,  together  with  private  rooms,  and  two 
hospital  rooms,  for  the  reception  of  patients  who  may  be  the  subjects  of 
serious  operations  at  the  Surgical  Ciiniques.  It  is  provided,  also,  with  all 
the  improvements  of  the  day  calculated  to  secure  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  its  occupants. 

SPRING,  SUMMER,  AND  FALL  COURSES. 

Encouraged  by  past  success,  the  Faculty  will  continue  their  efforts  to 
make  the  system  of  medical  instruction  in  the  College  as  full  and  complete 
as  possible,  by  availing  themselves  of  the  unparalleled  advantages  which 
New  York  possesses  for  medical  teaching,  in  the  facilities  which  it  affords 
the  student  of  seeing  with  his  own  eyes,  disease  in  all  its  forms  and  varieties. 
Their  great  desire  and  design  is  to  show  disease.  In  pursuance  of  these 
plans,  the  College  Cliniques  will  be  continued  throughout  the  year ;  and 
during;  the  spring,  summer,  and  fall,  courses  of  lectures  on  Special  Sub- 
jects will  be  delivered  by  members  of  the  Faculty,  assisted  by  various 
medical  gentlemen  of  the  city,  who  have  devoted  particular  attention  to 
the  subjects  on  which  they  lecture.

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Subsequent  to  the  above  Course  an  intermission  of  two  months  will  take 
place,  and  the  lectures  will  be  resumed  early  in  September,  to  continue 
until  the  opening  of  the  Regular  Course  in  October.  In  this  way,  the 
whole  year,  with  only  such  intermission  during  the  summer  as  is  necessary 
for  the  rest  and  recreation  of  the  students,  will  be  devoted  to  medical  teach- 
ing. Thus,  those  students  who  can  spend  all  their  time  in  the  city,  will  be 
enabled  to  employ  every  moment  of  it  profitably  ;  those  who  can  remain 
only  for  a  limited  portion  of  the  spring,  summer,  or  fall,  will  be  able  to 
devote  that  portion  to  professional  studies  ;  while  to  those  who  can  only 
visit  New  York  in  the  winter,  the  regular  sub-graduate  course  will  present 
the  same  advantages  which  have,  in  times  past,  secured  for  it  the  confidence 
of  the  Profession. 


FEES. 

MpLtriculation  Fee,  $5. 

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  hy  all  the  Professors,  |105  ;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session. 

Graduation  Fee,  |25. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  who 
having  attended  one  full  course  in  some  regularly  established  medical 
school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  admitted 
to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee  only. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates  of 
other  schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Stu- 
dents, are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually :  that  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
in  issuing  their  Fifty-first  Annual  Announcement,  take  occasion  to  present 
to  the  medical  profession  throughout  the  country,  their  very  cordial  thanks 
for  the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended  to  the  institution.  Sup- 
ported by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  Profession,  they  feel  a 
renewed  assurance  that  the  College  will  meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends, 
and  maintain  the  reputation  by  which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  Legislature,  in  passing  the  Ana- 
tomical Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best  results.  The 
supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant  than  ever,  and  is 
obtained  without  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  former  years.  The  student 
can  now  occupy  himself  in  the  important  study  of  practical  anatomy,  free 
from  restrictions,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  he  is  engaged  in  a  fully 
legalized  pursuit. 

During  the  last  two  Sessions  the  general  facilities  and  means  of  instruc- 
tion at  the  command  of  the  College,  have  been  very  much  increased  by  its 
change  of  location,  which  was  effected  in  the  winter  of  1855-56. 

The  rapid  extension  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  its  progress  in  im- 
provement, together  with  the  demand  for  increased  accommodations  on  the 
part  of  the  College,  having  made  it  desirable  to  change  its  location,  it  was 
removed  from  the  place  so  long  occupied  in  Crosby  street,  to  the  new  edi- 
fice at  the  corner  of  Twenty-third  street  and  Fourth  Avenue.  Situated  at 
the  intersection  of  two  of  the  largest  and  finest  streets  of  the  city,  the  new 
College  Building  has  an  agreeable  and  commanding  location,  and  is,  at  the 
same  time,  remarkably  easy  of  access.     It  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
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Bellevne  Hospital  and  of  the  Demilt  Dispensary.  It  has  a  front,  with  its 
inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on  Twenty-third  street,  and  one  hundred  feet 
on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  contains  Lecture-rooms  of  the  largest  size  and  most 
approved  construction,  an  abundantly  furnished  museum,  a  spacious  and 
well-lighted  dissecting-room,  together  with  private  rooms,  Cabinet  of  Ma- 
teria Medica,  &c.,  &c.  It  is  provided  also  with  all  the  improvements  of 
the  day  calculated  to  secure  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  its  occupants. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  MATERIA  MEDICA. 

This  department  will  be  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  Prof.  Smith,  who 
has  for  several  sessions  devoted  a  portion  of  his  time  to  it,  and  whose  lec- 
tures have  been  so  very  highly  valued  by  the  student.  He  will  have  under 
his  control  the  extensive  cabinet  collected  and  presented  to  the  College  by 
Prof.  Beck ;  and  also  that  of  Prof.  J.  Smith  Rogers,  which  was  deposited 
in  the  College  by  that  gentleman,  before  his  regretted  death.  The  College 
have  also  recently  received  a  valuable  collection  of  specimens  from  Messrs. 
Schieffelin,  Haines  &  Co.,  of  New  York. 

DEPARTMENT   OF  PATHOLOGY  AND   PRACTICAL 
MEDICINE. 

This  department,  intended  to  comprehend  the  whole  subject  of  disease, 
its  nature,  symptoms,  results,  and  mode  of  treatment,  will  be  committed  to 
Prof.  Clark.  He  will,  as  heretofore,  teach  the  pathology  of  each  disease, 
accompanying  his  descriptions  by  the  display  of  morbid  specimens  and  by 
microscopical  demonstrations.  To  this  he  will  now  add  a  consideration  of 
the  treatment;  so  that  the  student  will  at  the  same  time  learn  the  natural 
history  of  the  disease,  and  the  most  approved  mode  of  conducting  it  to  a 
favorable  issue. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSIOLOGY. 

Prof.  Dalton  will  teach  Physiology  as  a  science  of  observation  and 
experiment.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  demonstrate  each  function  as  it 
is  described;  and  the  doctrines  of  life  will  be  illustrated  by  reference  to 
the  approved  results  of  the  study  of  animal  chemistry  and  microscopic 
anatomy. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

This  department  will  be  illustrated  by  abundant  experiments,  showing 
all  tbe  important  reactions  of  chemical  substances,  and  more  particularly 
those  which  are  of  special  interest  in  a  medical  point  of  view.  The  chemi- 
cal properties  of  poisonous  substances,  and  the  means  of  detecting  them, 
together  with  the  most  important  portions  of  Organic  Chemistry,  will  form 
a  prominent  feature  in  the  course. 
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SURGICAL  AWD  MEDICAL  CLINIQUES. 

These  Cliniques  are  among  the  most  valuable  and  extensive  means  of 
instruction  afforded  by  the  College. 

Patients  are  examined  and  prescribed  for  in  the  presence  of  the  class, 
and  subsequently  (unless  already  under  the  care  of  some  medical  prac- 
titioner) assigned  to  one  of  the  students,  by  whom  they  are  attended  at 
tlieir  own  houses  during  the  interval,  and  presented  at  the  College  on  the 
next  regular  Clinique  day  ;  when  the  result  of  the  treatment  is  seen,  and 
such  further  directions  given  as  may  be  necessary. 

In  this  way,  the  students  in  attendance  on  the  Clinique  are,  in  the  pro- 
gress of  their  studies,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their  future 
profession;  many  of  them  having  several  cases,  medical,  surgical,  and 
obstetrical,  under  their  care  at  the  same  time. 

PRACTICAL   OBSTETRICS. 

Each  advanced  student  in  this  College  has  one  or  more  cases  assigned 
to  his  exclusive  care,  and  may  thus  become  practically  familiar  with  this 
important  branch  in  all  its  details.  Should  any  abnormal  or  difficult  case 
occur,  the  student  has  the  privilege  of  sending  for  the  Professor  of  Ob- 
stetrics, who  then  takes  charge  of  the  patient,  and  embraces  the  opportu- 
nity of  giving  clinical  demonstration  of  the  most  approved  method  of 
treatment, 

HOSPITALS. 

The  Public  and  Charitable  Medical  Institutions  of  New  York  are  un- 
rivaled, as  is  well  known,  for  their  number  and  extent,  and  offer  the 
greatest  advantages  not  only  to  the  student,  but  also  to  the  practitioner 
who  may  be  desirous  of  studying,  on  a  large  scale,  any  special  form  of 
disease.  The  opportunities  presented  also  for  witnessing  post  mortem 
examinations,  and  for  the  practical  study  of  morbid  anatomy,  are  very 
extensive. 

The  following  are  the  most  important  of  these  institutions,  many  of 
which  are  constantly  open  to  medical  students  and  practitioners,  while  the 
others  are  at  all  times  accessible  to  medical  men  by  introduction  through 
the  Faculty  of  the  College  : 

New  York  Hospital, 
319  Broadway. 

Open  to  medical  men  and  students  daily,  without  charge.  Prof.  J.  M. 
Smith  is  one  of  the  attending  Physicians,  and  Prof.  Parker  one  of  the 
attending  Surgeons.  Both  give  clinical  instruction  during  their  term  of 
attendance.     This  hospital,  which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  ac-

commodates  over  3,000  patients  annually.  Public  medical  visit,  Wednes- 
day and  Saturday,  at  1|-  P.  M.  Public  surgical  visit,  Monday,  Tuesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday,  at  1|-  P.  M.     Operating  days,  Monday  and  Thursday. 

Bellevue  Hospital, 
Corner  of  26tli  Street  and  First  Avenue. 

This  institution  is  also  open  to  medical  men  and  students  without 
charge.  During  the  past  year  the  hospital  has  received  such  additions  as 
to  be  nearly  doubled  in  size  and  importance.  A  large  and  well-arranged 
dead-house  has  been  erected,  containing  an  autopsy-room,  lecture-room, 
and  pathological  museum.  As  in  the  New  York  Hospital,  clinical  instruc- 
tion is  given  daily  by  the  medical  staff.  In  the  lying-in  wards,  abundant 
opportunity  is  afforded  of  t)bserving  puerperal  affections  in  all  their 
varieties,  as  more  than  300  women  are  annually  delivered  in  this  depart- 
ment of  the  hospital.  Whole  annual  number  of  patients,  over  6,000. 
Prof.  Parker  is  one  of  the  visiting  Surgeons,  and  Prof.  Clark  one  of  the 
visiting  Physicians.  Medical  visit  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and 
Friday,  at  1-^  P.  M.  Surgical  visit  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  also  at 
1|-  P.  M.     Operating  days,  Wednesday  and  Saturday. 

Blackwell's  Island  Hospitals, 
Elackw ell's  Island,  East  River,  foot  of  61st  Street. 

These  institutions  include  the  Penitentiary  Hospital,  Small-pox  Hospital, 
Workhouse,  and  Alms-houses.  A  large  proportion  of  the  diseases  treated 
in  these  hospitals  are  Venereal.  Annual  number  of  patients,  over  10,000. 
Resident  Physician,  Dr.  William  W.  Sanger. 

Emigrants'  Hospital, 
Ward's  Island,  East  River,  foot  of  106th  Street. 

In  this  hospital  there  are  a  large  number  of  diseases  incident  to  recently 
arrived  emigrants,  such  as  bronchitis,  phthisis,  dysentery,  intermittent  fever, 
rheumatism,  venereal,  &c.  There  are  also  a  large  number  of  obstetric 
cases.  Annual  number  of  patients  in  hospital,  over  6,000.  Resident 
Physician,  Dr.  Henry  B.  Fay. 

Nursery  Hospital,  Randall's  Island, 
East  River,  foot  of  117th  Street. 

In  this  hospital  there  are  1,200  patients  treated  annually,  exhibiting  a 
great  variety  of  infantile  diseases.  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Henry  N. 
Whittelsey. 
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Marine  IIospitai., 
Quarantine,  Staten  Island. 

It  was  in  this  hospital  that  cholera  first  made  its  appearance  in  the 
epidemic  of  1849,  Typhus,  small-pox,  intermittent  and  remittent  fevers, 
are  almost  constantly  to  be  seen.  Annual  number  of  patients,  1,600 
Eesident  Physician,  Dr.  Daniel  H.  Bissell. 

New  York  Eye  Infirmary, 
Second  Avenue,  corner  of  East  13th  Street. 

At  this  magnificent  institution  over  3,000  patients  are  treated  annually 
for  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear.  Operations  are  constantly  performed,  and 
clinical  lectures  given  on  opthalmic  and  aural  diseases  by  the  attending 
surgeons.  Physicians  and  medical  students  admitted  without  charge. 
Medical  visits  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  from  12  M.  to  2  P.  M. 

New  York  Opthalmic  Hospital, 
6  Stuyvesant  Street,  near  Third  Avenue. 

Medical  students  are  also  admitted  without  charge  to  the  clinical  ad- 
vantages of  this  hospital.  Annual  number  of  patients,  1,200.  Medical 
visits,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday,  from  1-^  to  2|-  P.  M.

GRADUATION.

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually  :  that  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March  ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.

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Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates  of 
other  schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Stu- 
dents, are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee.

On  the  Field  Duties  of  the  Military  Surgeon,  by  I.  Moses,  M.  D., 
Surgeon  to  the  Jews'  Hospital,  late  Assistant  Surgeon  U.  S.  Army. 
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The  Fall  Course  for  1858  will  commence  on  Monday,  the  20th  of  Sep- 
tember, and  continue  four  weeks,  until  the  opening  of  the  Regular  Course 
in  October.     This  course  will  be  arranged  as  follows,  viz. : — 

Prof.  Watts,  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Circulatoiy  Apparatus. 
Prof.  Oilman,  on  the  History  of  Medicine. 
Prof.  Dalton,  on  the  Physiology  of  the  Cranial  Nerves. 
Prof.  St.  John,  on  Meteorology  as  applied  to  Hygiene. 
Dr.  F.  J.  BuMSTEAD,  on  Venereal  and  Skin  Diseases. 

The  Cliniques  will  be  continued  as  usual  through  this  course. 

REGULAR  COURSE. 

The  Regular  Course  of  Lectures  for  the  Session  of  1858-59,  will  com- 
mence on  Monday,  the  18th  of  October,  1858,  and  continue  until  the 
second  Thursday  of  March  following. 

GRADUATION. 

There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees :  one,  the  Annual  Com- 
mencement, in  March ;  the  other,  at  the  opening  of  the  regular  Course. 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in'  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two 
full  courses  of  lectures, — the  latter  in  this  College.  They  must  also  have 
studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician, 
including  the  attendance  upon  lectures ;  and  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  thesis,  on  some 
subject  connected  with  the  science  of  medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  the  time  of  study 
and  age,  must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually  :  that  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 

PEES. 

Matriculation  Fee,  $5. 

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  hy  all  the  Professors,  $105  ;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session. 
Ticket  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  |5. 
Graduation  Fee,  |25. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  who, 
having  attended  one  full  course  in  some  regularly  established  medical 
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school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  ad- 
mitted to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee  only. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates  of 
other  schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Stu- 
dents, are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

N.  B. — Gentlemen  wishing  information  concerning  the  College,  lectures, 
&c.,  are  requested  to  direct  their  letters  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Dr. 
Watts,  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  corner  of  Twenty- third 
street  and  Fourth  Avenue. 

Students  are  requested,  on  their  arrival  in  the  city,  to  call  upon  the 
Janitor,  Mr.  Thomas  Denham,  in  the  College  buildings,  who  will  direct 
them  to  the  residences  of  the  Faculty,  and  aid  them  in  obtaining  board. 

The  Faculty  deem  it  highly  desirable  that  students  should  arrive  in  the 
city  so  as  to  attend  the  Preliminary  Course,  and  to  establish  themselves  for 
the  winter,  before  the  Regular  Course  is  commenced.

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The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons, in  issuing  their  Fifty-second  Annual  Announcement,  take  occa- 
sion to  present  to  the  medical  profession  throughout  the  country,  their 
very  cordial  thanks  for  the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended 
to  the  institution.  Supported  by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of 
the  Profession,  they  feel  a  renewed  assurance  that  the  College  will 
meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends,  and  maintain  the  reputation  by 
which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  Legislature,  in  passing  the 
Anatomical  Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best 
results.  The  supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant 
than  ever,  and  is  obtained  without  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  for- 
mer years.  The  student  can  now  occupy  himself  in  the  important 
study  of  practical  anatomy,  free  from  restrictions,  and  with  the  knowl- 
edge that  he  is  engaged  in  a  fully  legalized  pursuit. 

The  facilities  and  advantages  of  the  College  have  been  very  much 
increased  since  its  removal,  two  years  ago,  from  Crosby  Street  to  its 
present  location.  Situated  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-third  Street 
and  Fourth  Avenue,  two  of  the  largest  and  finest  streets  of  the  city, 
the  new  College  Building  has  an  agreeable  and  commanding  location, 
and  is,  at  the  same  time,  remarkably  easy  of  access.  It  is  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  of  the  Demilt  Dispensary. 
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It  has  a  front,  with  its  inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on  Twenty-third 
Street,  and  one  hundred  feet  on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  contains  Lecture 
Eooms  of  the  largest  size  and  most  approved  construction,  an  abund- 
antly-furnished Museum,  a  spacious  and  well-lighted  Dissecting  Room, 
together  with  private  rooms,  Cabinet  of  Materia  Medica,  &c.,  &c.  It 
is  provided  also  with  all  the  improvements  of  the  day  calculated  to 
secure  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  its  occupants. 

§e^ixrimmi  of  Sftatma  Pdira. 

This  department  will  be  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  Prof.  Smith, 
who  has  for  several  sessions  devoted  a  portion  of  his  time  to  it,  and 
whose  lectures  have  been  so  very  highly  valued  by  the  student.  He 
will  have  under  his  control  the  extensive  cabinet  collected  and  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  Prof.  Beck  ;  and  also  that  of  Prof.  J.  Smith 
Rogers,  which  was  deposited  in  the  College  by  that  gentleman,  before 
his  regretted  death.  The  College  have  also  recently  received  a  valu- 
able collection  of  specimens  from  Messrs.  Schieffelin,  Haines  &  Co., 
of  New  York. 

This  department,  intended  to  comprehend  the  whole  subject  of 
disease,  its  nature,  symptoms,  results,  and  mode  of  treatment,  will  be 
committed  to  Prof.  Clark.  He  will,  as  heretofore,  teach  the  pathology 
of  each  disease,  accompanying  his  descriptions  by  the  display  of  mor- 
bid specimens,  and  by  microscopical  demonstrations.  To  this  he  will 
now  add  a  consideration  of  the  treatment ;  so  that  the  student  will  at 
the  same  time  learn  the  natural  history  of  the  disease,  and  the  most 
approved  mode  of  conducting  it  to  a  favorable  issue. 

Prof.  Dalton  will  teach  Physiology  as  a  science  of  observation 
and  experiment.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  demonstrate  each  func- 
tion as  it  is  described ;  and  the  doctrines  of  life  will  be  illustrated  by 
reference  to  the  approved  results  of  the  study  of  animal  chemistry  and 
microscopic  anatomy. 

This  department  will  be  illustrated  by  abundant  experiments,  show- 
ing all  the  important  reactions  of  chemical  substances,  and  more  partic- 
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ularly  those  which  are  of  special  interest  in  a  medical  point  of  view. 
The  chemical  properties  of  poisonous  substances,  and  the  means  of 
detecting  them,  together  with  the  most  important  portions  of  Organic 
Chemistry,  will  form  a  prominent  feature  in  the  course.

These  Cliniques  are  among  the  most  valuable  and  extensive  means 
of  instruction  afforded  by  the  College. 

Patients  are  examined  and  prescribed  for  in  the  presence  of  the 
class,  and  subsequently  (unless  already  under  the  care  of  some  medical 
practitioner)  assigned  to  one  of  the  students,  by  whom  they  are 
attended  at  their  own  houses  during  the  interval,  and  presented  at  the 
College  on  the  next  regular  Clinique  day ;  when  the  result  of  the 
treatment  is  seen,  and  such  further  directions  given  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

In  this  way,  the  students  in  attendance  on  the  Clinique  are,  in  the 
progress  of  their  studies,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their 
future  profession  ;  many  of  them  having  several  cases,  medical,  surgi- 
cal, and  obstetrical,  under  their  care  at  the  same  time. 

Each  advanced  student  in  this  College  has  one  or  more  cases 
assigned  to  his  exclusive  care,  and  may  thus  become  practically 
familiar  with  this  important  branch  in  all  its  details.  Should  any  ab- 
normal or  difficult  case  occur,  the  student  has  the  privilege  of  sending 
for  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics,  who  then  takes  charge  of  the  patient, 
and  embraces  the  opportunity  of  giving  clinical  demonstration  of  the 
most  approved  method  of  treatment.

HOSPITALS. 


The  Public  and  Charitable  Medical  Institutions  of  New  York  are 
unrivaled,  as  is  well  known,  for  their  number  and  extent,  and  offer  the 
greatest  advantages  not  only  to  the  student,  but  also  to  the  prac- 
titioner who  may  be  desirous  of  studying,  on  a  large  scale,  any  special 
form  of  disease.  The  opportunities  presented  also  for  witnessing  post- 
mortem examinations,  and  for  the  practical  study  of  morbid  anatomy, 
are  very  extensive. 

The  following  are  the  most  important  of  these  institutions,  many 
of  which  are  constantly  open  to  medical  students  and  practitioners, 
while  the  others  are  at  all  times  accessible  to  medical  men  by  intro- 
duction through  the  Faculty  of  the  College : —

Open  to  medical  men  and  students  daily,  without  charge.  Prof. 
J.  M.  Smith  is  one  of  the  Attending  Physicians,  and  Prof.  Parker  one 
of  the  Attending  Surgeons.  Both  give  clinical  instruction  during  their 
terms  of  attendance.  This  Hospital,  which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
country,  accommodates  over  3,000  patients  annually.  Public  medical 
visit,  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  at  1^  P.  M.  Public  surgical  visit, 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  at  1^  P.  M.  Operating 
days,  Monday  and  Thursday. 

^tUttruc  Pospxlal, 

Corner  of  26th  Street  and  First  Avenue. 

During  the  past  year,  this  old  and  widely-known  Hospital  has  re- 
ceived such  additions  as  to  be  nearly  doubled  in  size  and  importance. 
A  large  and  well-arranged  dead-house  has  also  been  erected,  contain- 
ing an  autopsy-room,  lecture-room,  and  pathological  museum.  As  in 
the  New  York  Hospital,  clinical  instruction  is  given  daily  by  the 
medical  staff.  In  the  lying-in  wards,  abundant  opportunity  is  afforded 
of  observing  puerperal  affections  in  all  their  varieties ;  as  more  than 
300  women  are  annually  delivered  in  this  department  of  the  Hospital. 
Whole  annual  number  of  patients,  over  7,000.  Prof.  Parker  is  one  of 
the  visiting  Surgeons,  and  Prof.  Clark  one  of  the  visiting  Physicians. 
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A  fee  of  five  dollars  is  charged  by  the  Hospital,  Avhich  entitles  the 
student  to  attendance  upon  all  the  cliniques,  operations,  &c.,  for  one 
year,  and  also  to  a  diploma  testifying  to  his  attendance.

A  large  and  commodious  apartment  is  provided  in  the  College  for 
Practical  Anatomy.  It  is  admirably  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
abundantly  supplied  with  gas  and  Croton  water ;  and  it  is  confidently 
believed  that  it  is  at  least  equal,  in  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  its 
arrangements,  to  any  Dissecting  Room  in  this  country.  It  will  be 
opened  early  in  October,  and  continue  open  until  the  following  April. 

Attendance  in  the  Dissecting  Room  and  on  the  Demonstrations,  is 
optional  with  the  students ;  but  they  are  earnestly  advised  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.  Material  for  dissection  is  supplied  in 
abundance,  and  at  a  low  rate ;  so  that  every  student  can  go  through 
with  a  thorough  course  of  dissection.

^rabuatioiT. 

There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees  :  one,  the  Annual 
Commencement,  in  March ;  the  other,_  at  the  opening  of  the  Regular 
Course  in  October.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine, 
must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures, — the  latter  in  this 
College.  They  must  also  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the 
direction  of  a  regular  physician,  including  the  attendance  upon  lectures ; 
and  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Each,  candidate  is 
required  to  write  a  thesis,  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  science 
of  medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and 
formal  certificates  of  the  time  of  study,  of  moral  character,  and  of  age, 
must  also  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually  ;  that  for 
graduation  in  the  Spring,  early  in  March  ;  that  for  graduation  in  the 
Fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 

At  the  Annual  Commencement  in  March,  two  Prizes  will  be 
awarded  by  the  Faculty, — one  of  Fifty  Dollars,  and  one  of  Twenty-five 
Dollars, — for  the  two  best  Graduating  Theses  presented  during  the 
year.  The  Theses  for  the  Spring  Commencement  should  be  handed  in 
to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  by  the  1st  of  February  ;  those  for  the  Fall 
Commencement  should  be  handed  in  by  the  1st  of  September.

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  hy  all  the  Professors,  $105  ; 
but  students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one 
session.

Graduation  Fee,  $25. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or 
who,  having  attended  one  Ml  course  in  some  regularly  established 
medical  school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this  Col- 
lege, are  admitted  to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the  matricu- 
lation fee,  only. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates 
of  other  schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theologi- 
cal Students,  are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  the  matricu- 
lation fee.

The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  tlae  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
in  issuing  tlaeir  Fifty-second  Annual  Catalogue,  take  occasion  to  present  to 
the  Medical  Profession  throughout  the  country,  their  very  cordial  thanks  for 
the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended  to  the  Institution.  Supported 
by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  Profession,  they  feel  a  renewed 
assurance  that  the  College  will  meet  the  expectadons  of  its  friends,  and 
maintain  the  reputation  by  which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  Legislature,  in  passing  the  Ana- 
tomical Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best  results.  The 
supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant  than  ever,  and  is 
obtained  without  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  former  years.  The  student 
can  now  occupy  himself  in  the  important  study  of  practical  anatomy,  free 
from  restrictions,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  he  is  engaged  in  a  fully 
legalized  pursuit. 

The  facilities  and  advantages  of  the  College  have  been  very  much 
increased  since  its  removal  to  its  present  location.  Situated  at  the  inter- 
section of  Twenty-third  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  two  of  the  largest  and 
finest  streets  of  the  city,  the  new  College  Building  has  an  agreeable  and 
commanding  location,  and  is,  at  the  same  time,  remarkably  easy  of  access. 
It  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital  and  of  the  Demilt 
Dispensary.  It  has  a  front,  with  its  inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on 
Twenty-third  Street,  and  one  hundred  feet  on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  con- 
tains lecture-rooms  of  the  largest  size  and  most  approved  construction,  an 
abundantly  furnished   museum,   a    spacious   and   well-lighted    dissecting- 
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room,  together  with   private  rooms,  and   every  appliance   calculated  to 
secure  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  its  occupants. 


SPRING,   SUMMER,  AND   FALL   COURSES. 

Encouraged  by  past  success,  the  Faculty  will  continue  their  efforts  to 
make  the  system  of  medical  instruction  in  the  College  as  full  and  complete 
as  possible,  by  availing  themselves  of  the  unparalleled  advantages  which 
New  York  possesses  for  medical  teaching,  in  the  facilities  which  it  affords 
the  student  of  seeing,  with  his  own  eyes,  disease  in  all  its  forms  and 
varieties.  Their  great  desire  and  design  is  to  show  disease.  In  pursuance 
of  these  plans,  the  College  Cliniques  will  be  continued  throughout  the 
year ;  and  during  the  Spring,  Summer,  and  Fall,  courses  of  lectures  on 
special  subjects  will  be  delivered  by  members  of  the  Faculty,  assisted  by 
various  medical  gentlemen  of  the  city,  who  have  devoted  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  subjects  on  which  they  lecture.

The  Regular  Course  of  Lectures  for  the  Session  of  1859-60,  wdll  com- 
mence on  Monday,  the  iVth  of  October,  1859,  and  continue  until  the 
second  Thursday  of  March  following. 

GRADUATION. 

There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees  :  one,  the  Annual  Com- 
mencement^ in  March ;  the  other,  at  the  opening  of  the  Regular  Course. 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine,  must  have  attended  two 
full  courses  of  lectures, — the  latter  in  this  College.  They  must  also  have 
studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  physician, 
including  the  attendance  upon  lectures ;  and  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty- one  years.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  thesis,  on  some 
subject  connected  with  the  science  of  medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  the  time  of  study 
and  age,  must  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually  :  that  for 
graduation  in  the  spring,  early  in  March ;  and  that  for  graduation  in  the 
fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 

PRIZE    THESES. 

At  the  Annual  Commencement  in  March,  two  Prizes  will  be  awarded 
by  the  Faculty, — one  of  Fifty  Dollars,  and  one  of  Twenty-five  Dollars, — 
for  the  two  best  .Graduating  Theses  presented  during  the  year.  The 
Theses  for  the  Spring  Commencement  should  be  handed  in  to  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  by  the  1st  of  February;  those  for  the  Fall  Commencement 
should  be  handed  in  by  the  1st  of  September.

Fees  for  the  Full  Course  of  Lectures  hy  all  the  Professors,  $105  ;    but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session.

Students  wlio  liave  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  who, 
having  attended  one  full  course  in  some  regularly  established  medical 
school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  ad- 
mitted to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee  only. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates  of 
other  schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological 
Students,  are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying  the  matriculation  fee. 

N.  B. — Gentlemen  wishing  information  concerning  the  College,  lectures, 
(fee ,  are  requested  to  direct  their  letters  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Dr. 
Watts,  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Siorgeons,  corner  of  Twenty-third 
Street  and  Fourth  Avenue. 

Students  are  requested,  on  their  arrival  in  the  city,  to  call  upon  the 
Janitor,  Mr.  Thomas  Denham,  in  the  College  buildings,  who  will  direct 
them  to  the  residence  of  the  Faculty,  and  aid  them  in  obtaining  board. 

The  Faculty  deem  it  highly  desirable  that  students  should  arrive  in  the 
city  so  as  to  attend  the  Preliminary  Course,  and  to  establish  themselves  for 
the  winter  before  the  Regular  Course  is  commenced.

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The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons, in  issuing  their  Fifty-third  Annual  Announcement,  take  occasion 
to  present  to  the  medical  profession  throughout  the  country,  their 
very  cordial  thanks  for  the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended 
to  the  Institution.  Supported  by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of 
the  Profession,  they  feel  assured  that  the  College  will  continue  to 
meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends,  and  maintain  the  reputation  by 
which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  Legislature,  in  passing  the 
Anatomical  Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best 
results.  The  supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant 
than  ever,  and  is  obtained  without  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  former 
years.  The  student  can  now  occupy  himself  in  the  important  study  of 
practical  anatomy,  free  fi'om  restrictions,  and  with  the  knowledge  that 
he  is  engaged  in  a  fully  legalized  pursuit. 

The  facilities  and  advantages  of  the  College  have  been  very  much 
increased  since  its  removal  to  its  present  location.  Situated  at  the 
intersection  of  Twenty-third  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  two  of  the 
largest  and  finest  streets  of  the  city,  the  new  College  Building  has  an 
agreeable  and  commanding  location-,  .and  is,  at  the  same  time,  remark- 
ably easy  of  access.  It  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Bellevue 
Hospital,  and  of  the  Demilt  Dispensary.  It  has  a  front,  with  its 
inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on  Twenty-third  Street,  and  one  hundred 
feet  on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  contains  Lecture  Rooms  of  the  largest 
size  and  most  approved  construction,  an  abundantly-furnished  Museum, 
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a  spacious  and  well-liglited  Dissecting  Room,  together  witli  private 
rooms,  Cabinet  of  Materia  Medica,  &c.,  &c.  It  is  provided  also  witli 
all  tlie  improvements  of  tlie  day,  calculated  to  secure  tlie  comfort  and 
convenience  of  its  occupants. 


This  department  will  be  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  Prof.  Smith, 
who  has  for  several  sessions  devoted  a  portion  of  his  time  to  it,  and 
whose  lectures  have  been  so  very  highly  valued  by  the  student.  He 
will  have  under  his  control  the  extensive  cabinet  collected  and  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  Prof.  Beck ;  and  also  that  of  Prof.  J.  Smith 
Rogers,  which  was  deposited  in  the  College  by  that  gentleman,  before 
his  regretted  death.  The  College  have  also  recently  received  a  valu- 
able collection  of  specimens  from  Messrs.  Schieffelin,  Haines  &  Co ,  ol 
New  York. 


This  departijient,  intended  to  comprehend  the  whole  subject  of 
disease,  its  nature,  symptoms,  results,  and  mode  of  treatment,  will  be 
committed  to  Prof.  Clark.  He  will,  as  heretofore,  teach  the  pathology 
of  each  disease,  accompanying  his  descriptions  by  the  display  of  mor- 
bid specimens,  and  by  microscopical  demonstrations.  To  this  he  will 
now  add  a  consideration  of  the  treatment ;  so  that  the  student  will  at 
the  same  time  leai*n,  the  natural  history  of  disease  and  the  most 
approved  mode  of  conducting  it  to  a  favorable  issue. 


Prof.  Dalton  will  teach  Physiology  as  a  science  of  observation  and 
experiment.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  demonstrate  each  function 
as  it  is  described ;  and  the  doctrines  of  life  will  be  illustrated  by 
reference  to  the  approved  results  of  the  study  of  animal  chemistry  and 
microscopic  anatomy. 


This  department  will  be  illustrated  by  abundant  experiments, 
showing  all  the  important  reactions  of  chemical  substances,  and  more 
particularly  those  which  are  of  special  interest  in  a  medical  point  of 
view.  The  chemical  properties  of  poisonous  substances,  and  the  means 
of  detecting  them,  together  with  the  most  important  portions  of 
Organic  Chemistry,  will  form  a  prominent  feature  in  the  course. 
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These  Cliniqiies  are  among  the  most  vak:able  and  extensive  means 
of  instruction  afforded  by  the  College. 

Patients  are  examined  and  prescribed  for  in  the  presence  of  the 
class,  and  subsequently  (unless  already  under  the  care  of  some  medical 
practitioner)  assigned  to  one  of  the  students,  by  whom  they  are 
attended  at  their  own  houses  during  the  interval,  and  presented  at  the 
College  on  the  next  regular  Clinique  day ;  when  the  result  of  the 
treatment  is  seen,  and  such  further  directions  given  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

In  this  way,  the  students  in  attendance  on  the  Clinique  are,  in  the 
progress  of  their  studies,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their 
future  profession ;  many  of  them  having  several  cases,  medical,  suro-ical, 
and  obstetrical,  under  their  care  at  the  same  time. 


Each  advanced  student  in  this  College  has  one  or  more  cases 
assigned  to  his  exclusive  care,  and  may  thus  become  practically 
familiar  with  this  important  branch  in  all  its  details.  Should  any 
abnormal  or  difficult  case  occur,  the  student  has  the  privilege  of  send- 
ing for  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics,  who  then  takes  charge  of  the 
patient,  and  embraces  the  opportunity  of  giving  clinical  demonstration 
of  the  most  approved  method  of  treatment. 


A  large  and  commodious  apartment  is  provided  in  the  College  for 
Practical  Anatomy.  It  is  admirably  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
abundantly  supplied  with  gas  and  Croton  water ;  and  it  is  confidently 
believed  that  it  is  at  least  equal,  in  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  its 
arrangements,  to  any  Dissecting-Room  in  the  country.  It  will  be 
opened  early  in  October,  and  continue  open  until  the  following  April. 

Attendance  in  the  Dissecting-Room,  and  on  the  Demonstrations,  is 
optional  with  the  students ;  but  they  are  earnestly  advised  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.  Material  for  dissection  is  supphed  in 
abundance,  and  at  a  low  rate  ;  so  that  every  student  can  go  through 
with  a  thorough  course  of  dissection.  Demonstrator's  Ticket,  $5, 
which  admits  the  student  to  the  Dissecting-Room. 
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The  Public  and  Charitable  Medical  Institutions  of  New  York  are 
unrivaled,  as  is  well  known,  for  their  number  and  extent,  and  offer  the 
o-reatest  advantages  not  only  to  the  student,  but  also  to  the  practitioner 
who  may  be  desirous  of  studying,  on  a  large  scale,  any  special  form  of 
disease.  The  opportunities  presented  also  for  witnessing  post-mortem 
examinations,  and  for  the  practical  study  of  morbid  anatomy,  are  very 
extensive. 

The  following  are  the  most  important  of  these  institutions,  many 
of  which  are  constantly  open  to  medical  students  and  practitioners,

All  of  these  gentlemen  give  clinical 
instruction  during  their  terms  of  attendance.  This  Hospital,  which  is 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  accommodates  over  3,000  patients 
annually.  Public  medical  visit,  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  at  l-J  P.  M. 
Public  surgical  visit,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  at  1|- 
P.  M.     Operating  days,  Monday  and  Thursday. 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL, 

Corner  of  26th  Street  and  First  Avenue. 

This  old  and  widely-known  Hospital  has  recently  received  such 
additions  as  to  be  nearly  doubled  in  size  and  importance.  A  large 
and  well-arranged  dead-house  has  also  been  erected,  containing  an 
autopsy -room,  lecture-room,  and  pathological  museum.  As  in  the 
New  York  Hospital,  clinical  instruction  is  given  daily  by  the  medical 
staff.    In  the  lying-in  wards,  abundant  opportunity  is  afforded  of  observ- 
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ing  puerperal  affections  in  all  their  varieties  ;  as  more  than  300  women 
are  annually  delivered  in  this  department  of  the  Hospital.  Whole 
annual  number  of  patients,  over  10,000.  Prof.  Parker  is  one  of  the 
visiting  Surgeons,  and  Prof.  Clark  and  Dr.  Elliot  visiting  Physicians. 
A  fee  of  five  dollars  is  charged  by  the  Hospital,  Avhich  entitles  the 
student  to  attendance  upon  all  the  cliniques,  operations,  <kc.,  for  one 
year,  and  also  to  a  diploma  testifying  to  his  attendance.  Medical  visit 
on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  at  1-^  P.  M.  Surgical 
visit  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  also  at  1^  P.  M.  Operating  days, 
Wednesday  and  Saturday. 

BLACKWELL'S  ISLAND  HOSPITALS, 

Blackwell's  Island,  East  River,  foot  of  61st  Street. 

These  institutions  include  the  Penitentiary  Hospital,  Small-Pox 
Hospital,  Work-house,  and  Alms-houses.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
diseases  treated  in  these  Hospitals  are  venereal.  Annual  number  of 
patients,  over  10,000.

NURSERY  HOSPITAL,  RANDALL'S  ISLAND, 

East  River,  foot  of  117  Street. 

In  this  Hospital  there  are  1,200  patients  treated  annually,  exhibit- 
ing a  great  variety  of  infantile  diseases.  Resident  Physician,  Dr. 
Henry  N.  Whittelsey. 

MARINE  HOSPITAL, 

Quarantine,  Staten  Island. 

It  was  in  this  Hospital  that  cholera  first  made  its  appearance  in 
the  epidemic  of  1849.  Typhus,  small-pox,  intermittent  and  remittent 
fevers,  are  almost  constantly  to  be  seen.  Annual  number  of  patients, 
1,600.

The  Spring,  Summer,  and  Fall  Courses  are  all  free  to  the  matricu- 
lated students  of  the  College. 


The  Regular  Course  of  Lectures,  for  the  Session  of  1859-60,  will 
commence  on  Monday,  the  lYth  of  October,  1859,  and  continue  until 
the  second  Thursday  of  March  following. 
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Tlierc  arc  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees  :  one,  the  Anmial 
Commencement.,  in  March  ;  the  other,  at  the  opening  of  the  Kegular 
Course,  in  October.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine, 
must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures, — the  latter  in  this 
College.  They  must  also  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the 
direction  of  a  regular  physician,  including  the  attendance  upon  lectures ; 
and  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Each  candidate  is 
required  to  write  a  thesis,  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  science 
of  medicine,  and  to  deposit  it  with  tlie  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and 
formal  certificates  of  the  time  of  study,  of  moral  character,  and  of  age, 
must  also  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually  ;  that  for 
graduation  in  the  Spring,  early  in  March  ;  that  for  graduation  in  the 
Fall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 


Two  Prizes  are  annually  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  at  the  College 
Commencement  in  March,  for  the  two  best  Graduating  Theses  pre- 
sented during  the  year,  viz. : — a  First  Prize  of  Fifty  Dollars,  and  a 
Second  Prize  of  Twenty-five  Dollars.  The  Graduating  Theses,  com- 
peting for  these  prizes,  should  be  handed  in  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  in  tlic  fall,  by  the  1st  of  September;  and  in  the  spring,  by 
the  1  St  of  February. 


This  munificent  Prize  was  founded,  during  the  past  year,  by 
Jacob  Harse^t,  M.  D.,  of  Kew  York,  an  Alumnus  of  the  College.  The 
.appropriation  provides  that  an  Annual  Prize,  consisting  of  a  Gold 
Medal,  of  the  value  of  Fifty  Dollars,  and,  in  additioD,  a  sum  of  money, 
of  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Dollars,  shall  be  awarded  to  the  success- 
ful student,  being  an  under-graduate  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  who  shall,  in  each  year,  prepare  the  best-written  Report  of 
the  Clinical  Instruction  in  the  New- York  Hospital,  during  any  four 
months  of  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  Annual  Commencement 
in  March. 

The  Reports  competing  for  this  Prize,  should  be  handed  in  to 
Professor  Clark  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  February,  in  each  year.

The  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
in  issuing  their  Fifty-third  Annual  Catalogue,  tate  occasion  to  present  to 
the  Medical  Profession  throughout  the  country,  their  very  cordial  thanks 
for  the  continued  favor  which  has  been  extended  to  the  Institution.  Sup- 
ported by  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  Profession,  they  feel  a 
renewed  assurance  that  the  College  will  meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends, 
and  maintain  the  reputation  by  which  it  has  hitherto  been  distinguished. 

The  enlightened  liberality  of  the  State  Legislature,  in  passing  the  Ana- 
tomical Bill,  has  produced,  as  was  anticipated,  the  very  best  results.  The 
supply  of  anatomical  material  has  been  more  abundant  than  ever,  and  is 
obtained  without  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  former  years.

Situated  at  the  inter- 
section of  Twenty-third  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  two  of  the  largest  and 
finest  street:s  of  the  city,  the  new  College  Building  has  an  agreeable  and 
commanding  location,  and  is,  at  the  same  time,  remarkably  easy  of  access. 
It  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital  and  of  the  Demilt 
Dispensary.  It  has  a  front,  with  its  inclosure,  of  seventy-five  feet  on 
Twenty-third  Street,  and  one  hundred  feet  on  Fourth  Avenue.  It  contains 
Lecture-rooms  of  the  largest  size  and  most  approved  construction,  an  abund- 
antly furnished  Museum,  a  spacious  and  well- lighted  Dissecting-room, 
together  with  private  rooms,  and  every  appliance  calculated  to  secure  the 
comfort  and  convenif:'nce  of  its  occupants.

Dr.  D.  S.  Conant,  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Brain. 


The  Regular  Course  of  Lectures  for  the  Session  of  1860-61,  will  com- 
mence on  Monday,  the  22d  of  October,  1860,  and  continue  until  the 
second  Thursday  of  March  following. 
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There  arc  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees ;  one  at  tlie  Annual  Com- 
mencement, in  Maicli  ;  the  other  at  the  opening  of  the  Regular  Course,  in 
October.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine,  must  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures, — the  latter  in  this  College.  They 
must  also  have  studied  medicine  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regu- 
lar physician,  including  the  attendance  upon  lectures;  and  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Each,  candidate  is  required  to  write  a  thesis, 
on  some  subject  connected  with  the  science  of  medicine,  and  to  deposit  it 
with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal  certificates  of  the  time  of 
study,  of  moral  character,  and  of  age,  must  also  be  furnished. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually ;  that  for 
graduation  in  the  Spring,  early  in  March ;  that  for  graduation  in  the  Fall, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September. 


Two  Prizes  are  annually  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  at  the  College  Com- 
mencement in  March,  for  the  two  best  Graduating  Theses  presented  during 
the  year,  viz. : — a  First  Prize  of  Fifty  Dollars,  and  a  Second  Prize  of 
Twenty-five  Dollars.  The  Graduating  Theses,  competing  for  these  prizes, 
should  be  handed  in  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  in  the  fall,  by  the  1st  of 
September  ;  and  in  the  spring,  by  the  1st  of  February.  At  the  last  com- 
mencement, in  March,  1859,  these  prizes  were  awarded  as  follows  : — 

To  Robert  F.  Weie,  A.  M.,  of  New  York,  for  a  thesis  on  Hernia 
Cerebri  ;  and  to  George  W.  McCune,  of  Indiana,  for  a  thesis  on  Stricture 
of  the  Urethra. 


This  munificent  prize  was  founded,  during  the  past  year,  by  Jacob 
Harsen,  M.  D.,  of  New  York,  an  Alumnus  of  the  College.  The  appropria- 
tion provides  that  an  Annual  Prize,  consisting  of  a  Gold  Medal,  of  the  value 
of  Fifty  Dollars,  and,  in  addition,  a  sum  of  money,  of  not  less  than  One 
Hundred  Dollars,  shall  be  awarded  to  the  successful  student,  being  an 
under-graduate  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  who  shall,  in 
each  year,  prepare  the  best-written  Report  of  the  Clinical  Instruction  in 
the  New -York  Hospital,  during  any  four  months  of  the  year  immediately 
preceding  the  Annual  Commencement  in  March. 

The  Reports  competing  for  this  Prize,  should  be  handed  in  to.  Professor 
Clark,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  February,  in  each  year. 
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Matriculation  Fee^  $5. 

Fees  for  the  full  Course  of  Lectures  hy  all  the  Professors,  $105  ;  but 
students  are  not  required  to  take  out  all  the  tickets  during  one  session. 
Ticket  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  |5. 
Graduation  Fee,  $25. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  who, 
having  attended  one  full  course  in  some  regularly  established  medical 
school,  shall  subsequently  attend  one  full  course  in  this  College,  are  admit- 
ted to  a  third  course  of  lectures  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee  only. 

Graduates  of  this  school  are  admitted  without  fee.  Graduates  of  other 
schools,  who  have  been  in  practice  three  years,  and  Theological  Students, 
are  admitted  on  general  ticket,  by  paying-  the  matriculation  fee.

Students  are  requested,  on  their  arrival  in  the  city,  to  call  upon  the 
Janitor,  Mr.  Thomas  Denham,  in  the  College  Building,  who  will  direct 
them  to  the  residences  of  the  Faculty,  and  aid  them  in  obtaining  board. 

The  Faculty  deem  it  highly  desirable  that  students  should  arrive  in  the 
city  so  as  to  attend  the  Preliminary  Course,  and  to  establish  themselves  for 
the  winter,  before  the  Epgular  Course  is  commenced.
